The Investigation of Omniplan 
Corporation 

'NASA's Fallen Star'

On March 29, 1995, FBI Director 
Louis J. Freeh wrote a letter to me 
in my capacity as the case agent 
assigned with the job of leading 
and coordinating "the cooperative 
investigative efforts of a task force 
looking into the alleged fraud 
against NASA by a number of indi¬ 
viduals doing business as the Om¬ 
niplan Corporation in Texas and 
California." Mr. Freeh stated, "I 
know that this was the largest 
scheme to defraud ever committed 
against NASA, and I commend you 
in your leadership skills which re¬ 
sulted in a very complete and thor¬ 
ough investigation." That same 
year I was asked to brief Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin's economic 
advisors about this case and I fol¬ 
lowed that presentation up 
with presentations to the Interna¬ 
tional Business Forum and to the 
Association of Certified Fraud Ex¬ 
aminers. The following is a behind 
the scenes account on a case that 
resulted in the liquidation of 7 com¬ 
panies, the 179 count conviction of 
Omniplan CEO, Ralph Elias Montijo, 
Jr. and a case which led to 
a Federal lawsuit against three 
powerful corporations, and an un¬ 
related spin-off case which led to 
an administrative settlement with a 
fourth. 

In January 1992, I had just trans¬ 
ferred from Kennedy Space Center 


to Johnson Space Center. I was 
a Senior Special Agent in NASA's 
Office of Inspector General 
(OIG), charged with investigating 
complex white collar crimes. Cases 
I had worked on previously had in¬ 
cluded investigations of the Mafia, 
corporations, pilots, politicians and 
major public works projects, with 
convictions in seven states. 

New agents at any duty station are 
not provided the best cases to 
work. When I came to work at 
Johnson Space Center I quickly 
found out that I would receive no 
special break predicated on my 
seniority, and in fact I only had one 
case in my in box, an anonymous 
NASA OIG hotline complaint on a 
subcontractor for Rockwell Space 
Operations Company (RSOC), 
named Omniplan Corporation. Now, 
I have always been able to find op¬ 
portunity in anything which came 
my way, and I wasn't going to treat 
this hotline complaint any different. 
So on my first day at Johnson 
Space Center I grabbed the hotline 
with my left hand and with my 
right hand raised it as to say chow, 
to the OIG Office. I went to my fa¬ 
vorite fishing hole of choice, the 
Defense Contract Audit Agency 
(DCAA), and used the hotline as 
my letter of introduction. There I 
met a superb team of auditors, 
from the Manager on down, who 
each had natural investigative in¬ 
stincts, though they worked under 
a historically poor bureaucracy 
which trapped their findings in ad¬ 
ministrative red tape. 

Sitting in a half circle I pulled out 
the hotline and simply said the 
word Omniplan. At once the audi¬ 
tors leaped at me. Yes, they had 
been looking at Omniplan for years, 
but were stifled by Omniplan's in¬ 
ability to be cooperative with their 
audits. The first thing I discerned 
was their belief that it was Omni¬ 
plan's CEO who should be the focus 
of my inquiry, a "Type A" personal¬ 
ity by the name of Ralph Elias Mon¬ 
tijo, Jr. 

The auditors believed that Mr. Mon¬ 
tijo might have a secret interest in 
the buildings he was leasing and 
billing NASA for through RSOC, but 
could not prove it. I discerned that 
Mr. Montijo had homes in Texas, 
Arizona, and California, and a busi¬ 


ness presence in California and 
Texas. In Texas he represented 
that he leased three office buildings 
and a townhouse from two compa¬ 
nies, Space Industries Properties 
(SIP) and Mercury Trust (MT). He 
further represented that he leased 
vehicles, furniture and equipment 
from Space Industries Leasing 
(SIL). Three businesses with three 
different business addresses (a 
P.O. box and two mail Boxes etc 
boxes, at different locations ), us¬ 
ing three different banks. 

My first effort in this case was to 
discern what the Small Business 
Administration knew of Mr. Montijo, 
as Omniplan was a minority and 
woman owned business. Sure 
enough, they gave Mr. Montijo the 
money to buy one of the buildings 
and the records reflected that he 
still owned the property. Under a 
NASA Cost Plus Award Fee Con¬ 
tract, NASA would either reimburse 
a NASA contractor for the normal 
costs of ownership, or reasonable 
lease costs, which are usually much 
higher. If a corporation concealed 
actual ownership and falsified 
phony leases then it stood to gain 
millions from the deception. My 
finding proved there was a case of 
fraud, now the question was how 
much fraud was there? 

My first mission was to organize a 
task force to investigate what 
proved to be approximately 10 
years of perpetual fraud. From 
D.C.A.A. I wanted their best audi¬ 
tor, and I was given Ronald Marta, 
a Woodrow Wilson and Fulbright 
Scholar. I also brought in the Small 
Business Administration Office of 
Inspector General (OIG), U.S. 

Postal Inspectors, the IRS Criminal 
Investigation Division, Labor Rack¬ 
eteering, Labor Wage and Hour, 
Labor Pension and Welfare, the 
F.B.I. (under an agreement that 
they would never challenge NASA 
OIG leadership) and a Harris 
County Appraisal District Investiga¬ 
tor. Ultimately 25 Agents, investi¬ 
gators, auditors and a financial 
analyst would be assigned to this 
case. I also did something unprece¬ 
dented in this case, and placed an 
Auditor, Ronald Marta, as second in 
charge of this task force, and at 
one time he had seven auditors un¬ 
der him, working full time on this 
investigation. 
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The case was worked non-stop 
from 1992 to 1996 and a spin off 
case on RSOC and its successors in 
interest, Boeing North America and 
United Space Alliance was worked 
from 1996 to 2000. At the same 
time another leaseback scheme 
was being investigated by a sepa¬ 
rate task force I ran up until my 
retirement; this case was on Lock¬ 
heed Martin, the successor in in¬ 
terest of yet another mis-charging 
company which the Government 
contended also perpetrated a lease 
fraud. In 2000, Boeing North 
America and United Space Alliance 
settled their case with the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, and in 2003, Lock¬ 
heed Martin settled their case with 
the United States Attorney's Office 
in Houston; both were multi¬ 
million dollar settlements. 

My task force established that Om¬ 
niplan had engaged in 40 docu¬ 
mented schemes, and had falsely 
leased its own buildings, vehicles 
and equipment to itself, and 
passed the costs off to NASA. Mr. 
Montijo placed his personal secre¬ 
tary in charge of two of the shell 
companies (SIL and SIP) 
and placed a friend in charge of 
another (MT). Each bank account 
for these companies served as a 
pass through where money paid by 
NASA through Rockwell, went 
through Omniplan, then through 
the shell companies to additional 
companies Mr. Montijo owned, 
such as Papa Primo's of Houston, 
Papa Primo's of Texas, Papa 
Primo's of Arizona and Omnipoint 
Production Services. These findings 
were used to establish the numer¬ 
ous money laundering counts in 
this case. Each of these compa¬ 
nies also used space in Montijo's 
buildings which they attempted to 
conceal, as the space was charged 
off to the Government. 

In April 1993, the task force exe¬ 
cuted 4 search warrants against 
Omniplan, and in the process un¬ 
covered one of the most significant 
finds ever. In Mr. Montijo's office 
were different stacks of docu¬ 
ments, going through various 
stages of alteration. These docu¬ 
ments, hundreds in number, were 
being superbly cut, taped and cop¬ 
ied, wherein Mr. Montijo's name 
was being removed and the signa¬ 
ture of an innocent and unaware 


third party was being inserted in 
his place. In some documents a 
notary stamp and signature were 
also being inserted. These docu¬ 
ments included leases and quit 
claims deeds for the buildings, the 
vehicles, furniture and equipments 
which were under active investiga¬ 
tion. 

The day after the search warrants 
were executed RSOC terminated 
Omniplan's NASA Contracts to pro¬ 
vide graphic arts designs and tech¬ 
nical drawings for the Space Shut¬ 
tle fleet. This termination caused 
the firing of hundreds of Omniplan 
employees, but working with the 
United States Attorney's Office I 
was able to help facilitate RSOC's 
emergency rehire of most of these 
employees within a matter of days. 

The air conditioning in one of Mon¬ 
tijo's office buildings was rerouted 
to a secret room where Papa Pri- 
mos pizza's and candy were kept. 
Key employees used a code sys¬ 
tem when pizza deliveries were 
made, so other employee's would 
not learn what Mr. Montijo was do¬ 
ing. When one employee voiced his 
concern that he was working on 
private ventures using furniture 
and equipment reimbursed by the 
Government, he found that his 
desk, chair and equipment were 
missing the next day, and no 
one would tell him where it went. 

Mr. Montijo charge personal trips 
to different points around the 
world to his NASA contracts, such 
as scuba diving trips in Grand Cay¬ 
man Island, skiing trips to in 
Europe and in the Rockies, and 
trips to such remote places as Ne¬ 
pal. Mr. Montijo, charged his NASA 
contract for his lodge in Mammoth 
Mountain, California, household 
expenses for his mansion in Ari¬ 
zona and his townhouse in Hous¬ 
ton; as well as for jewels, exorbi¬ 
tant meals and even a massage. 
Montijo took money out of an em¬ 
ployee Government financed ac¬ 
count to purchase a pizza com¬ 
pany. Costs associated with his 
production of a movie "Demons of 
the Dark", as made by his movie 
company, Omnipoint Production 
Services, were also passed on to 
his NASA contract. 


In 1996, Mr. Montijo, once consid¬ 
ered a rising star in NASA, 
plead guilty to 179 felonies, to in¬ 
clude money laundering, false 
claims, mail fraud, embezzlement, 
obstruction of a Government audit, 
false statements, conspiracy. In¬ 
terstate transportation of stolen 
money, etc.. His fines, penalties 
and costs exceeded 15 million dol¬ 
lars. All seven of his companies 
were ordered closed and their as¬ 
sets were forfeited to the Govern¬ 
ment. Five of his companies were 
convicted of felonies, and three of 
his employees and one associate 
were also convicted of various 
crimes. 

To this day no NASA case has ri¬ 
valed Omniplan, and it remains the 
largest count indictment and con¬ 
viction in NASA history.

In the following article Richard 
Davies a forestry worker at Rend¬ 
lesham is interviewed by BBC lo¬ 
cal radio reporter Mark Murphy. 

What do you think happened at 
Rendlesham forest back in 1980 - 
a UFO sighting?

"I think the briefest way to put it 
and I must stress this is a per¬ 
sonal opinion and not an official 
one, is that something fell off 
something. We don’t know what. 
It is debatable whether we will 
ever know certainly in our life¬ 
time, but I suspect there was 
some form of security alert di¬ 
rected in the line of military hard¬ 
ware of some kind or another, 
that had to be covered up," said 
Richard Davies. 

Over the years there have been 
all sorts of stories and rumours - 
all sorts of different things have 
been said to have gone on here in 
the forest from aliens landing to 
crash landing, to bits falling off 
satellite’s. It’s prompted interest 
from around the world and still to 
this day. 

"Yes it’s not that long ago that we 
had a film crew from Japan over 
here recording this as one of the 
big 10 internationally and of 
course nowadays this is acknowl¬ 
edged as one of the big two, with 
Roswell being the other one," ex¬ 
plained Richard. 

Once a year you get guides out 
and have a troop through the for¬ 
est- an opportunity for people to 
see where this thing is suppose 
to have happened. Also through¬ 
out the year enthusiasts come 
and have a look as well and just 
sit and watch to see if even today 
anything is going to happen. 

"Yes there are quite a number of 
folk who come particularly at 
night time to see if there are re¬ 
visitations and we’ve had plenty 
of stories from them about alien 
interaction during the night 
hours," said forester Richard 
Davies. 


This means that people are con¬ 
vinced that there are still things 
happening to this day. 

"I’ve always held the point of 
view that I believe there is actu¬ 
ally terrestrial life. I don’t think 
this was a case of a visitation. It’s 
even possible to accept the fact 
within what I’ve just said that 
there maybe other visitations 
here, but I don’t think it has any 
direct relation to what happened 
on that night," said Richard. 

We are just approaching the 
sight where the crash landing is 
supposed to have happened and 
it’s just inside the trees here 
inside this little clearing, so we’ll 
just walk through and see what 
we can find. Could it have been 
somebody messing about for 
instance with torches or flares or 
something? 

"I think the consistency of what 
people have seen over here 
through the years does actually 
rule that out. 

"The other thing you have to bear 
in mind is that the crop we’re 
walking through at the moment is 
a young crop that was replanted 
after the proceeding crop had 
been felled, and that was starting 
with trees getting on 70 or 80 foot 
tall - whereas at the moment 
we’re in a dense young planta¬ 
tion of stuff about 10 or 15 foot 
tall, so it would have been a very 
different atmosphere down here 
at the time. 

"It would have been probably 
less peaceful than it is now be¬ 
cause of the ability of the wind to 
blow through and the noise that 
would have been going on in the 
crowns of the trees would have 
destroyed that peace to a fair 
extent," continued Richard. 

What about the people who use 
to serve here at the air base. Do 
you ever see those people com¬ 
ing back to revisit the scene of 
this incident? 

"I think I’ve now twice known ex- 
USAF people come on these 


walks and they’ve always got 
something interesting to say," 
noted Richard. 

And what sort of people come on 
the walks - enthusiasts, people 
who just have a passing interest 
or real believers? 

"Well strangely enough every¬ 
thing, you’ve more or less cov¬ 
ered the range. Because we do 
have those people, especially the 
early walks we did, who were 
very much on the investigative 
side of looking into the UFO inci¬ 
dence. I think it’s more those 
people who think well that’s a 
nice thing to hang a walk onto. 
"But I don’t think I’ve done a sin¬ 
gle walk and we actually do them 
twice a year and I’ve been doing 
it for six or seven years now . 

I don’t think I’ve done a single 
walk where there hasn’t been at 
least one person who passion¬ 
ately believes in this as being a 
genuine UFO sighting and at the 
same time one person who thor¬ 
oughly and is heartily sceptical 
about it, which puts me in a diffi¬ 
cult situation," explained Rich¬ 
ard. What about you and your 
colleagues. You work the forest 
day in, day out - it’s a big place. 
Have you seen anything out of 
the ordinary? 

"Given the fact that personally, I 
am rarely out at night here, cer¬ 
tainly during the daytime and in 
the evenings and in the early 
nights going home from work, 
I’ve never seen anything and I 
can also say that my wildlife 
ranger who does work in far 
more night time situations than I 
do, has never been back and 
reported anything but I wouldn’t 
necessarily say that that ex¬ 
cludes everything because you 
just don’t know do you." 

Close to the site where the UFO 
incident is meant to have hap¬ 
pened is a tree which has mark¬ 
ings that look like an alien face.

ton I discovered it was the all time 
UFO Documentary Classic ‘UFOs It 
Has Begun’. A quick trip upstairs to 
my loft/office to grab a DVD for the 
recorder and Bobs your uncle. 

Why do we rant and rave about this 
documentary? 

Read below our regular ‘reviewer’ 
Steve Johnson's ‘in depth scene by 
scene’ breakdown and see for your¬ 
self. 

UFOs: It Has Begun 
In the mid-Seventies, a documentary 
appeared that to this day has yet to 
be rivalled in its scope or magnitude. 
UFOs: It Has Begun has become leg¬ 
endary, its contents becoming the 
stuff of myth. It even has its own con¬ 
spiracy theory surrounding one par¬ 
ticular segment. 

Originally released in 1976 and 
hosted by the creator of The Twilight 


Zone, Rod Serling, UFOs: It Has Be¬ 
gun is an almost two-hour explora¬ 
tion of the UFO phenomenon that 
takes us into the stark halls of the 
Pentagon, the subdued efficiency of 
air-traffic control towers, the bleak 
landscape of the American Mid-West 
and to Holloman Air Force Base for 
its puzzling climax.

The film 
was re¬

in 1979 with major segments added 
that were hosted by renowned 
French ufologist, Jacques Vallee, in 
which the US-centric slant of the film 
was softened by reports from 
around the world. The film had in¬ 
credibly high production standards 
for the time and included some im¬ 
pressive effects to recreate the vari¬ 
ous cases it covered. We are also 
shown actual photographs and little- 
known footage of UFOs. I was lucky 
enough to pick up a copy of the 
video from a second-hand market a 
few years ago. It was the 1979 ver¬ 
sion and it is this that I shall now re¬ 
view. 



US Air Force debunks the event as 
nothing more than globular light¬ 
ning. So begins the documentary. 
The animated title fills the screen 
and we are off and running. Burgess 
Meredith reads from Ezekiel, re¬ 
counting the prophet’s vision of his 
famous ‘wheel’, generally agreed to 
be one of the earliest UFO encoun¬ 
ters. Serling describes other reports 
from ancient times, from Rome 
through to Charlemagne. 

Jose Ferrer tells of an event in Lyon, 
France in the 10th century in which 
several people are seen descending 
from some sort of flying vehicle. The 
townsfolk obviously want to burn 
them at the stake, but they are saved 
the intervention of the bishop, 
who concludes that everybody 
is lying and that these people 
could not possibly have de¬ 
scended from a flying craft. 


Meredith: November 12th, 

1887. The crew of the sail¬ 
ing ship, Siberian watch 
in amazement as a 
sphere of fire emerges 
from the ocean, ap¬ 
proaches the ship and then 
zooms away. The event lasted five 
minutes. 

Serling then describes the Airship 
Invasion of the American Mid-West 
during 1896-1897 in which many 
sightings of these mysterious craft 
were reported. Jacques Vallee ex¬ 
plains that UFOs are not just an 
American phenomenon. They have 
been sighted all over the world. In 
fact, the first major wave of modern 
times was in Scandinavia in 1946, 
the year before ufology was 
‘officially’ born in the USA after Ken¬ 
neth Arnold’s famous sighting. 


Walking towards camera amid a 
swirling vortex of lights, Rod Serling 
queries the origins of man. 

“Are we the product of natural evolu¬ 
tion on Earth, or do we owe our exis¬ 
tence to the intervention of beings 
from another world?” 

November 2nd, 1967-At 11 pm, two 
Texans are driving in their pick-up 
truck when it suddenly stalls and the 
radio goes haywire. As they get out 
to investigate, a brilliant, dome¬ 
shaped UFO glides above them, 
casting them with its electric-blue 
glow.

Speaking from inside the Pentagon, 
Colonel Bill Coleman, Chief of Public 
Information for the US Air Force 
from 1969-1974, recounts the forma¬ 
tion of Project Sign, which would go 
on to spawn Project Grudge and 
Project Blue Book.

In 1952, Washington DC 
was the centre of one of the 
most famous ‘flaps’ of UFO 
sightings. A spokesman for 
the US Air Force tells us

Apollo 11: on July 11th, 1969 an ob¬ 
ject was photographed that could 
resemble Storey Musgrave’s famous 
‘worm’. Like the other images, it has 
no explanation. Skylab 3: During the 
second manned flight of this mission 
on January 23rd, 1973, four photo¬ 
graphs were taken of strange ob¬ 
jects that NASA claimed were satel¬ 
lites. 

The tragic tale of Captain Thomas 
Mantell is told, with a dramatic re¬ 
construction. On January 7th, 1948, 
Kentucky police reported seeing a 
bright object in the sky. Mantell’s 
flight of P51s was diverted to investi¬ 
gate. They followed the UFO and 
Mantell described it as travelling at 
half their speed. As his colleagues- 
descended to land, Mantell climbed 
to 20,000 feet until radio contact was 
lost. The wreckage of his plane was 
found later, with Mantell’s body in¬ 
side. 

Six months later, over an airbase in 
Georgia, an Eastern Airlines flight 
sighted a cylindrical object with no 
wings, travelling at 700mph. It was 
described as 100 feet long with 
flames at the rear. Two rows of win¬ 
dows were seen on the object. One 
of the passengers also witnessed 
this and he appears on film to re¬ 
count his observations. In total, 
three aircraft, the passenger and 
people on the ground all saw this 
UFO, which to this day remains uni¬ 
dentified. 
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time. They had definite radar fixes 
on many objects, with some travel¬ 
ling in excess of 7300mph. The UFOs 
also invaded the restricted airspace 
over the White House. A week later, 
the UFOs returned and F94 jets were 
scrambled to intercept. However, as 
soon as the jets approached the 
UFOs, all the unknown traffic on the 
scopes vanished. When the fighter 
planes turned to leave the area, the 
UFOs reappeared again. 



Because of the public’s interest, the 
largest and longest press confer¬ 
ence since World War II was held at 
the Pentagon. This was the famous 
one in which General Samford said 
that he was happy in the knowledge 
that the UFOs seen on the radar 
scopes were nothing more than 
temperature inversions. 

Despite the USAF downplaying the 
events, the CIA set up a panel of ex¬ 


perts to investigate the UFO prob¬ 
lem. One of the panel was astrono¬ 
mer J Allen Hynek. He explains how 
they were shown the Tremonton and 
Great Falls, Montana films and given 
the reports by the Air Force that 
concluded that the objects in the 
films were not birds, but self- 
luminous objects. 

To Hynek’s astonishment, the panel 
ignored the expert analysis and de¬ 
cided that the objects were, in fact, 
birds. Hynek felt that the panel in¬ 
tended to do nothing but debunk the 
footage without giving it the serious, 
scientific study it clearly deserved. 

Rod Serling introduces L Michael 
Drummond, a man who filmed a UFO 
in San Francisco in 1965. Drummond 
explains how, after he reported his 
sighting (in which others witnessed 
the object as he filmed), the USAF 
asked to see his footage. He com¬ 
plied and sent them his 8mm cine 
film. He then received a letter ex¬ 
plaining that the film had been 
sent to Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base for further study. Several 
weeks later, his film was returned. 
Unfortunately, it was not his original 
film that he got back, but a poor 
quality copy. The object he filmed, 
which was clearly visible in the origi¬ 
nal, he says, is hardly discernible at 
all in the copy he got back. 

Lt. Col. Robert Friend is a former 
head of Project Blue Book. In 1969, 
Friend attended a meeting in which 
an admiral claimed that a woman in 
Maine was in contact with alien 
beings. Two naval officers were des¬ 
patched to see her. The woman went 
into a trance and the officers asked 
her technical questions that she 
should not know the answers to. 

She answered them easily, allegedly 
receiving telepathic assistance from 
the aliens. 

The aliens were willing to communi¬ 
cate directly with one of the officers, 
a man with the rank of commander. 
He agreed and went into a trance- 
state too. He began answering ques¬ 
tions about the future of the world 
and told them that there would be no 
World War III. When asked for proof, 
he told the others to go to the win¬ 
dow. They did and saw a UFO out¬ 
side in the sky. The local radar tower 
was contacted to see if they had a fix 
on the object, but they reported that 
that entire quadrant of the scope 
was ‘blanked out’. 
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miles away. This is one of the earli¬ 
est recordings of cattle mutilations 
connected with a UFO sighting. 



In over thirty 

states (at the time of film¬ 
ing), there have been 
hundreds of reports of 
cattle being found dead, 
with sexual organs, 
tongue and other organs 
removed with no signs of 
struggle. The animals 
are usually almost completely 
drained of blood, with none on the 
ground around the animal. Bill Jack- 
son, a Colorado reporter, tells us of 
the cases he has covered and goes 
into grisly detail. Satanic cults, drug 
smugglers, UFOs and the 
government have all been blamed. 
Carl Whiteside, of the Colorado Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation (CBI), claims 
that 99% of mutilation reports were 
caused by natural predators. Of the 
203 reports he received, his office 
only got 45 tissue samples. Of those 
45 samples, only 2 were found to 
have been mutilated with a sharp 
instrument. 

Jackson refutes the CBI statement 
by saying that these ranchers and 
rural policemen know predator at¬ 
tacks when they see them. A local 
sheriff and another deputy agree 
with Jackson. In most cases, preda¬ 
tors, such as coyotes, will not ap¬ 
proach a mutilated carcass. We are 
shown in detail, a mutilated cow, 
with clear incisions and whole or¬ 
gans removed. 


surgical blade. He describes how it 
is possible to drain blood from an 
animal by using a needle through the 
jugular vein. The animal’s heart will 
then pump almost all of the blood 
from the beast, except for the most 
vital internal organs. He said this 
could be done if the animal was an¬ 
aesthetised or restrained.

In Dulce, 
New Mexico, 
state police¬ 
man, Gabe 
* Valdez calls 
on the assis¬ 
tance of Howard Burgess, a scientist 
famous for the development of Kir- 
lian photography, in regard to 
mutilation cases. When they got the 
first mutilation report in 1976, 
Burgess suggested that the cattle 
may have somehow been marked 
before the mutilation occurred. 
Marked with something that would 
show up in Ultra-Violet (UV) light. He 
and Valdez found that out of 80 cat¬ 
tle they inspected, 5 had been- 
marked with a powdery, white sub¬ 
stance that, indeed, only showed up 
under a UV light. They removed hair 
from the marked areas and also con¬ 
trol samples from unmarked cattle. 
When analysed, it was found that the 
marked hairs contained high levels 
of potassium and magnesium. 

Burgess didn’t really know what to 
make of it until a UFO was seen over 
a town in New Mexico shedding what 
appeared to be an ash-like residue. 
This substance was also found to 
contain high levels of potassium and 
magnesium. 


In the presence of Col. Friend, the 
commander did some automatic 
writing in a style that was not his 
usual handwriting. He named some 
of the aliens: CRLLL, ALOMAR and 
AFFA (who claimed to be from Ura¬ 
nus??!!) Serling claims that he has 
the actual report of the incident in 
which all of those present are 
named, but he does not go into the 
details. 

Col. Coleman returns to explain 
more of Blue Book’s methods. In 
1966, an incident so profound oc¬ 
curred that future president, Gerald 
Ford, asked that a Congressional 
Hearing be conducted about the 
subject. Only three people are called 
to testify: the Secretary of the Air 
Force, J Allen Hynek and head of 
Project Blue Book, Major Hector 
Quintanilla. 

The major describes the report in 
question in which a police officer 
reports a UFO near a swampy area 
in Michigan. This was the case in 
which Hynek suggested at a press 
conference that swamp gas might 
have been the culprit. The press 
pounced on this remark and Hynek 
has regretted it ever since. 



Socorro, New Mexico - April 24th, 
1964. In one of the most famous UFO 
cases ever, we hear from the actual 
people present, including the man 
who saw the UFO, Lonnie Zamora. 
The despatch officer explains how 
he received the radio calls from 
Zamora, while Zamora describes 
what happened. Hynek and 
Quintanilla review the evidence, 
with the major coming to the conclu¬ 
sion that what Zamora saw was 
some sort of NASA test. 

Jacques Vallee returns to recount a 
tale from 1897. A Kansas farmer and 
his family are awoken by a commo¬ 
tion and go outside to see a bright 
airship descending on their farm. 
One of the farmer’s cows is caught 
by ‘a red cable coming from the air¬ 
ship’. The next day, he finds the 
cow’s hide, legs and head many 


As the lights in the sky and mutila¬ 
tions of 1975 continued, the ranch¬ 
ers, dismayed at the lack of interest 
from officials, began arming them¬ 
selves. When they saw lights in the 
sky near their herds, they began tak¬ 
ing shots at them! Dr William Fitzger¬ 
ald is one of the few vets who is will¬ 
ing to talk about the subject. He per¬ 
formed an autopsy on a mutilated 
bull and came to the conclusion that 
no natural predator was responsible 
for the condition of the animal. He 
says that the cuts to the carcass 
were likely done with a very sharp, 


In 1975, deputy Tex Graves took his 
men out into the countryside around 
Sterling, Colorado. Bill Jackson 
went along as they tried to track 
down the lights in the sky that had 
been reported. They could not keep 
up with them, though and any photo¬ 
graphs they took did not produce 
anything significant. Eighteen 
months later, the lights returned and 
the mutilations continued. Jackson 
loaned a Lentar lens from the Honey¬ 
well Corporation and coupled this 
with some high-speed Kodak film. 
This time they got some images of 
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the UFOs that defy explanation. 

In 1974, Vallee recounts how he re¬ 
ceived a call from a woman in Cali¬ 
fornia. She had been travelling in her 
car towards Los Angeles when she 
saw a light in the sky. Thinking it 
was a helicopter, she and her pas¬ 
sengers paid it scant attention. Then 
the light began moving very 
strangely. It darted around their car, 
affording them a closer look. The 
woman (going under the pseudonym 
of Helen) described it as being as 
wide as eight lanes of freeway, bril¬ 
liant white and saucer-shaped. Four 
beams of light appeared, struck 
them and they felt as if they were be¬ 
ing teleported out of the car. The 
next thing they knew, they were 
‘beamed’ back into the car and the 
UFO had gone. 

Years later, Helen underwent regres¬ 
sive hypnosis. She recalled seeing a 
human-looking man in a long robe. 
They were in a large, white room, 
with curved walls. She was shown 
data on various screens and felt very 
peaceful. The man spoke English, 
but she said that telepathic signals 
were used at the same time. He said 
he and his people were thousands of 
years old and had influenced many 
people through history. It was a typi¬ 
cal contactee case. 

Col. Coleman reported how that in 
1969, the Condon Committee con¬ 
cluded that UFOs were of no defence 
significance and that no further 
study was warranted. Over twelve 
thousand case files were placed into 
storage and official investigations 
ended with the closure of Project 
Blue Book. 

However, UFO reports continued to 
appear in the media. By early 1974, 
there were over one thousand unex¬ 
plained UFO cases in the 
United States alone. Jose 
Ferrer and Burgess Mere¬ 
dith describe some of 
these cases, many of 
which are long-duration 
events and also multiple 
witness sightings. 

Jacques Vallee recounts 
the case of the Tasmanian 
pilot, Frederick Valentich, 
who reported a UFO over 
the Bass Strait in 1978 
beforedisappearing. 

He has never been heard from since 
and no trace of his plane has ever 
been found. 


Vallee also recalls some other cases 
from 1978 and 1979, including the 
famous Wellington, New Zealand 
sighting, which made headlines 
around the world. He goes on to ex¬ 
plain how NORAD and its counter¬ 
parts cannot track all objects in the 
sky, as we are led to believe. They 
can only track objects, says Vallee, 
which they know about, such as air¬ 
craft, incoming missiles and conven¬ 
tional spacecraft. 

In 1973, an army helicopter crew had 
just finished their annual physicals 
and were declared fit for duty. They 
took off from Port Columbus airfield 
in Ohio and a few minutes into the 
flight, they saw a red light on the 
eastern horizon. The light paced the 
chopper to their right. Then suddenly 
it began to head towards them. The 
pilot estimated it travelled fifteen 
miles in almost no time at all. They 
braced for impact and began to de¬ 
scend in an attempt to avoid the ob¬ 
ject. The UFO descended with them, 
still on a collision course. Then the 
cockpit was washed with a strange, 
green light for several seconds. They 
got a good look at the object, de¬ 
scribing it as cigar-shaped with a 
dome and metallic in 
appearance. It reflected the lights 
around it. Somehow they found them¬ 
selves ascending, even though their 
instruments were still set for de¬ 
scent. The helicopter went from an 
altitude of 1700 feet to 3800 feet. The 
men cannot explain their encounter, 
but filed a report as 
ordered. 

Serling returns and suggests that we 
should consider that these objects 
are real, extra-terrestrial spacecraft. 
Humans have designed many differ¬ 
ent aircraft configurations in only a 
few years of powered flight. The 
same could be applied to UFOs, 
which are seen in all 
shapes and sizes. He 
then goes on to de¬ 
scribe the aliens them¬ 
selves, based on re¬ 
ports: 

“Ashen skin, possible 
with a protective mem¬ 
brane. Large eyes with 
a wraparound 
appearance (a drawing 
is shown with cat-like 
pupils). Nose indefinite 
save for two, small 
breathing holes. A s/it mouth, open¬ 
ing or no mouth at all. Behaviour cau¬ 
tious, curious, firm. Ability to para¬ 
lyse on touch. Sounds emitted -mmm 



- humming. Oohs in a foreign lan¬ 
guage or some accent. Buzzing as if 
electronic from their head and chest. 
Wearing head protection or overall 
body protection. ” 

Lt. Col. Friend, Major Quintanilla, Dr 
Hynek and one other contributor, 
whose name I did not catch, appear 
together and muse about the nature 
of these alien beings. Where are 
they from? How does their intelli¬ 
gence differ from ours? Can we truly 
communicate with them? Will we 
ever find a logical explanation? 

Serling asks how would the public 
react to an open admission about the 
existence of extra-terrestrials. He 
calls on an academic to explain. The 
professor tells us that research has 
shown that our populace might be 
worried about an advanced race 
visiting us, but they would not panic, 
unless given cause to, say if the race 
were hostile or threatening in some 
other way. In fact, such an admission 
might help unite the peoples of the 
Earth, especially, if the aliens were 
indeed an enemy. 

Now we come to the climax of the 
show. The section that has caused 
the most discussion and contro¬ 
versy. Serling asks what of the fu¬ 
ture? It is likely that contact wiiibe 
made. 

Take the following scenario that 
might happen in the future or may 
have already happened. On a clear 
day at 5:32am, at Holloman Air Force 
Base, New Mexico. A recon plane is 
on the runway, ready for take-off. 
Sergeant Mann in the control tower 
receives a call that a UFO is ap¬ 
proaching the base. We hear what 
sounds like control tower chatter 
about an approaching UFO, followed 
by a quick clip of a bright object de¬ 
scending. 

More names are revealed as a Ser¬ 
geant Whitmore reports to the base 
commander, Colonel Horner. He or¬ 
ders a red alert. Alarms blare and 
emergency vehicles are deployed. 
Two fighter jets are despatched to 
escort the UFO out of the area. 

A helicopter, containing a tech ser¬ 
geant and staff sergeant, on a rou¬ 
tine photographic mission run off 
several feet of film of the three ob¬ 
jects, one of which breaks from the 
group and begins to descend. 

A high-speed camera crew on the 
ground runs off about 600 feet of

gate, as if to affirm the secrecy of 
the event. Serling concludes by say¬ 
ing that we have a responsibility to 
learn what we can about these visi¬ 
tors, as we may discover new en¬ 
ergy sources or learn more about 
our place in the 

universe. So ends one of the most 
amazing documentary films re¬ 
corded.

In today’s elec- tronic, boys 
toys, gadget filled society you 
can just about record a half de¬ 
cent photograph with a toilet roll, 
well ok I’m being cynical but you 
get my drift.

£200 these days and you can get 
a 5 megapixel stills camera for 
under _ £60 and most con¬ 
tract mobile 
phones have a 1.3 
megapixel camera 
and mpg4 video 
camera built in. 

What I’m saying 
is that most of 
t us have ac¬ 
cess to some¬ 
thing that can 
take a half decent 
image if we need to do so in 
a hurry.

We are talking about taking a bin 
bag and suspending a small Tea 
light or bun tin with a paraffin 
soaked swab under or inside the 
liner, lighting it and watching the 
bin bag climb uncontrollably into 
the ‘night’ sky. 

What’s the harm, well most will 
die out shortly after take off but 
my concern is for a company 
based in the UK to be selling 
these things online or by mail 
order that are claimed to fly for 
up to 8 minutes and reach alti¬ 
tudes of a thousand feet or so.

During my affiliation with the 
International UFO Museum and 
Research Center here in 
Roswell, from 1996 until 1998, 
as a full time volunteer and as 
the UFO Investigator, I had the 
opportunity to meet many of the 
well-known researchers in this 
field of Ufology. Since then I 
have developed close personal 
relationships with a few of 
those, and continue to do my 
research in conjunction with 
our desire to find the truth. That 
of course is not the case with a 
larger number of “researchers” 

I have met. 

The same is true for witnesses 
of the 1947 Ros¬ 
well Incident that 
I have met over 
the years. Sev¬ 
eral of the many 
witnesses I have 
met and/or inter¬ 
viewed, have 
elaborated on 
their testimo¬ 
nies, while some have 
presented hoaxes, and still 
others have not provided any 
validation for their claims. 

Fortunately for those of us that 
continue to look for answers to 
the Roswell Incident, there are 
some witnesses that stand out, 
(at least to me), as being ex¬ 
tremely credible. 


Walter Haut was one of those 
individuals that I’ve always had 
the utmost respect for, and 
who I will be missing since his 
passing on December 15th 
2005. 

As one who knew Walter fairly 
well, and had the opportunity to 
meet with daily for two and a 
half years, I felt a tribute to him 
was in order at this time. 

In 1947, then Lt.Walter Haut, 
was a key figure in the Roswell 
Incident due to being the per¬ 
son that wrote the now famous 
press release of July 8,1947, 

“RAAF Captures Flying 
Saucer on Ranch in Roswell 
Region”. 

It was quite an honour for me to 
meet Walter in person when I 
began my affiliation with the 
UFO Museum in 1996. After all, 
nothing can be written about 
the Roswell Incident without 
including Walter in the events 
that took place almost 60 years 
ago. It was even more reward¬ 
ing for me to be able to visit 
with him daily during my two 
and a half years with the mu¬ 
seum. 

During that time, Walter was at 
the museum almost every day, 
and would enjoy meeting the 
visitors that came by, always 
with a smile, a little kidding and 
explaining his involvement in 
the incident, as the public rela¬ 
tions officer that wrote the 
newspaper article. Walter was 
always a gentleman, never 
looking for notoriety, enjoying 
life in his retirement years. If he 
wasn’t occupied with visitors, I 
would walk into his office and 
we’d discuss a variety of top¬ 
ics, which always amazed me, 
because he had such an inter¬ 
esting life, and freely talked 
about it. 

Walter was born in Chicago in 
1922, and one of my favorite 
stories he shared with me sev¬ 


eral times was that when he 
was young, he worked for a 
drug store in the Chicago area 
and made deliveries to local 
customers that ordered mer¬ 
chandise from the store. 

One of those customers was 
the “Capone family”. Walter re¬ 
membered how most custom¬ 
ers he made deliveries to would 
tip him 10 or 15 cents, while the 
Capone’s would tip $1.00, 
$5.00, even $10.00. He 
indicated that the Capone 
family was very generous, and 
always smiled when he shared 
that story with me. 

I’m sure very few researchers, 
and particularly the general 
public knew much about 
Walter’s military career, other 
than his involvement with the 
Roswell Incident as a young 
Lieutenant, who was the public 
relations officer for the Roswell 
Army Air Field in 1947. 

During WWII, Walter (left) flew 
some 35 missions over Japan 
as a bombardier in B-29’s. He 
received numerous medals for 
his service, but one of the 
experiences I enjoyed hearing 
from him the most, was his de¬ 
scription of how those missions 
were accomplished. 

He indicated that being a 
bombardier was a great job, 
because the missions were 
sometimes 18-20 hours flying 
time from their home base to 
the target, and back home. He 
said he would sleep on the way 
to the target and being located 
up front in the B-29, the pilot or 
co-pilot would kick him when 
they got close to the target to 
wake him up. He would then 
take over flying and when the 
target was in his bombsites, he 
would release the weapons. His 
job completed he would sleep 
again on the ride back to their 
home base. 

Several times we talked about 
the 509th bomb wing’s involve¬ 
ment in the dropping of the 
atomic bombs on Japan to end 
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They were apparently quite a 
team, and Walter would talk 
about how “the old man” would 
call him into his office, where

the Second World War. 


Walter also shared his involve¬ 
ment during the testing of an 
atomic bomb in the Pacific 
Ocean, during Operation 
Crossroads in 1946. 


Walter was in an airplane that 
flew through the mushroom 
cloud the bomb created when 
tested in the ocean and he 
actually dropped the instru¬ 
ments in it. We would “kid” 
each other about him “glowing” 
afterwards, which he of course 
didn’t, but he did say it was a 
little “bumpy” flying that close 
to it. 


Walter would of¬ 
ten mention Colo¬ 
nel “Butch” 
Blanchard with 
much admiration 
and respect. 
Blanchard was in 
charge of the 
509th bomb wing here in Ros¬ 


well in 1947, when Walter was 
the public relations officer for 
the base. Blanchard was also 
the base commander. They had 
an exceptional relationship ac¬ 
cording to Walter, and Walter 
talked about that relationship 
many times. I remember shar¬ 
ing a similar relationship I had 
with a Warrant Officer Philpot 
when I was in the service, so I 
could relate to his feelings and 
the respect he had for Blanch¬ 
ard. 


My life as a person and as a 
researcher of the Roswell 
Incident has been extremely 
enriched because I had the op¬ 
portunity to meet and get to 
know a man named Walter 
Haut. 

I will always treasure those 

times where he 
and I sat down 
and just visited 
with each 
other. He had a 
fascinating life 
in his child¬ 
hood, being in¬ 
volved with 
WWII, the Ros¬ 
well Incident, 
original founder 
of the UFO mu¬ 
seum and the many civic ac¬ 
complishments he achieved. 

I will miss you Walter.

Much as been said about ‘The 
Rendlesham Forest Incident’ and 
much more will follow I’m sure of 
that. 

The majority of commentators are 
hard working ‘ear to the ground’ 
individuals that no matter how 
hard they try to convince those 
whose mind is already made up 
their research tends to fall on 
deaf ears and the ‘UFO people’ 
get labelled as ‘cranks ‘or worse. 

There are those men of science 
however who support those of us 
alienated out here in the world of 
ufology. One such ‘man of 
science ’ is Astro Physicist and 
Fellow of the Royal Astronomy 
Society, Andrew Pike. 

Here then are Andrews 
scientifically supported thoughts 
on what might or might not have 
happened back in December 
1980... 

Rendlesham is special to me in 
several ways. I first learnt of the 
incident in early 1981 shortly af¬ 
ter Steve Roberts broke the news 
to Brenda Butler and Dot Street. 

Oddly enough, astronomers were 
alerted to something happening 
at 9pm on the first of the two 
nights (25/26 December 1980). 
Many of those astronomical 
events have since been put for¬ 
ward as the definitive answer to 
Rendlesham. True there was a lot 
of astronomical activity and 
something did drop into the sea 
off the cost of Suffolk that night, 
but the stories of crashing satel¬ 
lites and meteors is not the whole 
story. The astronomical events at 
least alerted certain well in¬ 
formed astronomers and they 
were on the case from the start. 

The scientific investigation into 
Rendlesham has gone largely un¬ 
noticed over the past 25 years, 


but it has been an important part 
of my life in the astronomy/ 
ufology world. In fact the scien¬ 
tific file, although still unpub¬ 
lished puts the MoD's file to 
shame. If the MoD really only 
have a dozen or so papers on the 
event then you might as well be¬ 
lieve the Moon is made of green 
cheese! The scientific files are 
somewhat thicker to say the 
least. 

On 21 July 1981,1 attended a 
meeting of five individuals at a 
university department in London. 
That meeting resulted in two 
things: My involvement in ufology 
and a file on Rendlesham. I do not 
intend to say much here about 
that except to say the file has re¬ 
mained open for 25 Years and is 
still added to on an occasional 
basis. If it was not for that meet¬ 
ing I would not have taken such 
an active role in ufology, and only 
then because of the nature of the 
meeting and the threats therein. 
Only two of the five remain with 
us, myself and one other who is 
now an alcoholic! 

Over the past 25 years astronomi¬ 
cal explanations and the like 
have come and gone. Two 
years after that meeting in July 
1983,1 had another chance en¬ 
counter of the Rendlesham kind 
at an astronomical meeting 
which resulted in the birth of the 
lighthouse theory. Present at 
the meeting was Ian Ridpath 
and a spook I refer to as the 
Third Astronomer. I will leave it 
up to you to fill in the rest! 

Yes, Rendlesham has been a 
strange part of my life. If 
you believe 
the case 
done and 


dusted think again. Over the 
years I have read a lot which has 
made me laugh out loud. Defini¬ 
tive guide after definitive guide 
has appeared over the years and 
yet the science remains absent. 
No doubt this is partly because 
astronomers remain silent and 
partly because too few ufologists 
understand science, certainly to 
the level required at Rendlesham: 
a good grounding in relativity, 
quantum theory and string theory 
are required, then and only then 
can you understand why the tri¬ 
angle was 'melting' why it af¬ 
fected the pine trees in the way it 
did, why a lady was heard to 
scream and a whole host of other 
events seen in the forest that 
Christmas week. 

Before his untimely death in Sep¬ 
tember 2003, Graham Birdsall 
asked me about writing a 'special 
book' (his words) on UFOs. He 
was aware the Rendlesham case 
might be a major part of it but at 
the time I had to swear him 
to secrecy as the data was 
not mine alone to use. 

If you think there is no 
more to say about the 
Rendlesham case 
think again! The sci¬ 
ence of Rendlesham 
points to only one 
conclusion: ad¬ 
vanced electro- 
gravities. But be¬ 
longing to whom is 
up to you to decide.

Lowery said that the 
thing also had "wheels at the side 
like the side wheels on Fulton's 
old steam boat." 

The story was in the newspapers 
the next day: 

The title "airship" soon stuck. 

Other papers were more 
reserved and reported a 
"mysterious light" or "wandering 
apparition." A few ridiculed the 
stories suggesting that the whole 
thing had been a hoax or the re¬ 
sult of a natural effect like glow¬ 
ing swamp gas. (Could this be 
where Blue Book got it’s ideas?) 
Nothing changes there then. 


This is one of the classic 
American UFO enigmas that ap¬ 
pears to have been blown out of 
all proportion from the depend¬ 
ency of a single name tag. 

Mystery Airships have featured 
many times to describe what 
American Citizens experienced 
right across their continent in the 
closing years of the 1800’s. Re¬ 
ports of weird lights and strange 
sounds filled the newspapers of 
the day and so was born a ‘Men 
form Mars’ culture. 

UFO believers sight the fact that 
as these reports were coming 
two and three years before the 
first Zeppelin type aircraft were 
flown in Europe and from the fan¬ 
tastic reports logged what was 
being observed could not be 
primitive flying machines. 

So here are the historical 
accounts surrounding the events 
of the American 1890’s. 

Eighteen ninety-six was marked 
by a strange occurrence, an 
amazing phenomenon that those 
that saw it probably never forgot. 
People, by the thousands, living 
across North America, from San 
Francisco to Chicago, observed 
strange lights in the sky. The 
lights, reportedly an airship, 
crossed the continent from west 
to east while the country 
watched. 




The excitement started on No¬ 
vember 17, 1896 in Sacramento, 
California. It was a rainy, dismal 
night. Then, through the dark 
clouds, appeared a bright light. It 
moved slowly west 
appearing to be 
about a thousand 
feet above the roof¬ 
tops. Hundreds of 
people saw the 
light including 
George Scott, an 
assistant to the 
Secretary of 
State of Califor¬ 
nia. Scott per¬ 
suaded some friends to join him 
on the observation deck above 
the capitol dome and from there 
they thought they could see three 
lights, notone. Above the lights 
was a dark, oblong shape. 

The most detailed report of 
the evening came 
from one R.L. 

Lowery, a for¬ 
mer street rail¬ 
way employee 
who said he 
heard a voice 
from above call, 

"Throw her up 
higher; she'll hit 
the steeple." When 
he looked up he saw 
two men seated on a 
bicycle-like frame, 
peddling. Above them was a 
"cigar-shaped body of some 


The story soon faded. Then, five 
days after its first appearance, 
the "airship" came back. It was 
Sunday night and weather condi¬ 
tions were as before: dark and 
overcast. The light appeared 
from the northwest and when 

straight over the town, 
running 
against the 
wind. One wit¬ 
ness, Jacob Ze- 
mansky, had a 
small telescope 
and reported the 
lamp was "an 
electric arc light 
of intense power." 
He also observed 
that the light didn't move in 
a straight line, but seemed to bob 
in the wind up and down. Another 
witness with field glasses 

(binoculars), Edward Car- 
ragher, reported seeing a 
dark body above the light. 
It took thirty minutes for 
the thing to cross the 
city and disappear to 
the southwest. During 
this time thousands of 
people observed it in¬ 
cluding the city's dep¬ 
uty sheriff and a dis¬ 
trict attorney. That 
same night the 
"airship" also ap¬ 
peared above San Francisco 
some 90 miles away. 

There it was observed by hun¬ 
dreds, including ... (cont)

the towns Mayor. It cruised as far 
as the Pacific Ocean, above the 
famous Cliff House, where its 
searchlight, a beam that 
stretched out over 500 feet, re¬ 
portedly frightened the seals on 
Seal Rock sending them plunging 
into the safety of the sea. 

Over the next few days airship 
sightings were made not just in 
California, but from as far away 
as Washington State and Can¬ 
ada. The newspapers went wild, 
some supporting the idea of an 
airship, some ridiculing it. Stories 
began to suggest that the airship 
was the work of a mysterious in¬ 
ventor who was testing his de¬ 
vice at night just incase someone 
might steal the idea. This didn't 
seem outrageous to most people. 
Balloons capable of carrying 
people had been around for al¬ 
most a hundred years and it 
seemed that the key to powered 
flight might soon be discovered. 
One San Francisco attorney, 
nicknamed "Airship" Collins, 
claimed that he was representing 
the eccentric and wealthy inven¬ 
tor who had constructed the 
thing at a secret location in Oro- 
ville, just sixty miles north of Sac¬ 
ramento. According to Collins the 
airship was 150 feet long, and 
could carry 15 passengers. "It 
was built on the aeroplane sys¬ 
tem and has two canvas wings 
18 feet wide and a rudder shaped 
like a bird's tail," he told people, 

"I saw the thing ascend about 90 
feet under perfect control." When 
the mysterious inventor never 
appeared Collins found himself 
the object of ridicule and he 
backed off his earlier claims. 

Another San Francisco attorney 
took his place, though, claiming 
that there was not one airship, 
but two, and they would be used 
to bomb Havana. William Henry 
Hart, a former attorney general, 
stated, "From what I have seen of 
it I have not the least doubt that it 
will carry four men and 1,000 
pounds of dynamite." Hart's air¬ 
ship never was made public ei¬ 
ther and by early December the 
lawyer, as well as the lights in the 
sky, had disappeared from the 


scene. 

Everything was quiet for two 
months. Then, on February 2, 
1897, the "airship" showed itself 
over the town of Hastings, Ne¬ 
braska. On February 5th it was 
seen forty miles further south 
near the town of Invale. Reports 
started to flow in from all over the 
state. On February 16th it was 
sighted over Omaha. More sto¬ 
ries appeared. A farmer claimed 
he'd encountered the airship on 
the ground, under repair. "It is 
cigar shaped, about 200 feet long 
and 50 feet across at the widest 
point, gradually narrowing to a 
point at both ends," the farmer 
said. Soon the airship had been 
sighted all over the mid-west in¬ 
cluding in Texas, Kansas, Iowa 
and Missouri. More stories about 
encounters with the crew on the 
ground appeared. Finally in April 
the excitement reached it's ze¬ 
nith when the "airship" arrived in 
Chicago. 

On April 11th a photograph of the 
thing was reportedly taken, 
probably the first UFO photo in 
existence. Some experts pro¬ 
nounced the photo to be fake. 

On April 15, near Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, there were reports that 
the airship had crashed and ex¬ 
ploded. "They declare the report 
to have been like that of heavy 
ordnance and to have been im¬ 
mediately succeeded by a distant 
sound of projectiles flying 
through the air," a newspaper 
story proclaimed. 


Despite this, airship sightings 
continued for a few more days. 
Some expected the thing to con¬ 
tinue on to the east coast, but in¬ 
stead reports about it suddenly 
faded and by the end of April the 
flap was over. 

So what was it? What was this 
thing that had apparently been 
seen by thousands of people 
across the west and mid-west? 
There were no airplanes then. 
The Wight Brothers didn't make 
their first, short flight till 1903. 
Neither did a working model of a 


powered dirigible which airship 
descriptions most closely resem¬ 
ble, exist. 

One likely culprit is the planet Ve¬ 
nus. At the time the sightings 
started it was prominent in the 
sky. When the sightings stopped 
it was becoming increasingly less 
visible. Venus is the brightest ob¬ 
ject in the sky, except for the Sun 
and Moon, and under unusual at¬ 
mospheric conditions can appear 
to move, blink, or look like multi¬ 
ple coloured lights. It well may 
have been responsible for many 
of the reports. 

What about the many stories with 
people meeting the crew or see¬ 
ing the airship crash? It's hard 
for us to imagine, in our day and 
age of radio and television, how 
much a part of 19th century en¬ 
tertainment centred on the tall 
tale and the hoax, even in the 
largest newspapers, hoaxes 
were standard fare. Readers 
were expected to guess about 
which stories were true and 
which were fictional. Almost 
every small town had a "lair club" 
where tall tales were swapped. 
(Alexander Hamilton's famous 
‘Cowpatting Story’came out of 
the airship flap). As a result of 
these two institutions almost any 
unusual tale in a 19th century 
newspaper can be in doubt. 

In addition, as today, practical 
jokers did not hesitate to send 
balloons lighted with candles into 
the sky, or kites with lanterns, if 
they thought they could put one 
over on the public. Others may 
have created "crash" sites com¬ 
plete with debris. One newspa¬ 
per, the Peoria Transcript, sent 
up lighted, coloured, paper bal¬ 
loons to "test" people's imagina¬ 
tions. A number of "airship" 
sightings was the result. 

So if we remove the misidentifi- 
cations and hoaxes from the air¬ 
ship phenomenon is there any¬ 
thing left? Could it have been an 
extra-terrestrial spaceship? One 
of the most striking things about 
the airship flap was that almost 
none of the stories surrounding it 
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have anything to do with extrater¬ 
restrial beings. (The story of a 
crash of a Martian airship at 
Aurora, Texas, was an 
exception). 

The airship was piloted by "plain" 
Americans and designed by the 
human mystery inventor. 

So what about the final possibil¬ 
ity? Was there really a mysteri¬ 
ous inventor who secretly built 
an airship and flew it around the 
country? Certainly the public had 
been primed to accept such a 
story. Science fiction in this era 
often used the "mystery inventor" 
as a character. Jules Verne's 
20,000 Leagues Under the Sea 
featured a mystery inventor, Cap¬ 
tain Nemo, who constructed a 
submarine. Verne's later book, 
Robur the Conqueror, featured a 
mystery inventor that built an air¬ 
ship and the similarities between 
the book and some of the airship 
stories are uncanny. Roburwas 
published about ten years before 
the wave of airship sightings. 

If there was a real airship genius 
why didn't he ever make his in¬ 
vention public? Could he have 
really kept the construction of a 
flying machine out of the press? 
Was he really ten years ahead of 
his contemporary inventors? 

If he did exist he certainly was 
successful in hiding his secret. It 
remains unknown even today. 
(Just like the governments of to¬ 
day).

No Television, No Radio and 
Cinema was just a side show at 
the fairground ,so again like 
many UFO researchers would 
suggest where did the affected 
population get the idea that these 
things could be spaceships. 

Jules Verne’s writings are men¬ 
tioned in the above article, but 
you can bet your house that 
many of the observers who re¬ 


ported these ‘Airships’ would 
not be able to write down any de¬ 
scription. Many of the witnesses 
came from remote farming com¬ 
munities, Cowboys and ranchers 
etc for whom working the land 
came a long way up the priority 
list before going to school. 

There was however a 
vintage version of the 
sci-fichannet avail¬ 
able in the form of 
Tabloid press and 
Pulp Fiction that 
was available 
across the USA, 
these were 
printed early 
comic style 
highly illustrated 
booklet/ 
magazines. 

Known as the Penny Dreadfuls- 
because you guessed they cost 
just 1 cent and the content com¬ 
pared to novels of the day was 
perceived by some to be 
dreadful. ( Mills and Boon of the 
era). 

These were printed by the thou¬ 
sand and runs of almost half a 
million copies were not uncom¬ 
mon. 


pure fantasy was intermingled 
and to some the idea of Alumin¬ 
ium clad helicopter clipper ships 
soaring through the skies was 
not hard to conceive. 

In reality however, just because 
the Zeppelin type airships had 
not been invented it could not be 
used as absolute proof that con¬ 
trolled lighter than air bal¬ 
loons did not take to 
the skies, of course 
they did. But due to 
the fact that a non 
rigid balloon is not by 
its nature easily con¬ 
trolled it is not easy to 
accept that what was 
observed over the 
States during stormy 
nights and proving capa¬ 
ble of long distance and 
speedy travel (The big Air¬ 
ships of the 20’s and 30’s 
cruised at around 60mph, hardly 
high speed travel) was a Heath 
Robinson type invention. 

The power required to drive the 
thing forward would be heavy on 
its own but to also be able to lift 
and control a machine with both 
passengers and batteries or gen¬ 
erators that could illuminate the 
sky in the ways described by the 
witnesses beggars belief. 




One ever popular Penny Dreadful 
series told of the exploits and ad¬ 
ventures of one Frank Reade Jnr 
One publication from 1893 was 
entitled Frank ___ Reade 
and his Queen 
clipper of the 
clouds. 

These were the 
adventures of 
an engineer 
who built 
amazing flying 
airships, 

Steam driven 
men (early ro¬ 
bots) and much more be¬ 
sides. His creators wrote the sto¬ 
ries with real names such as Ed- 
dison etc involved in the stories. 
You can see how easily the public 
could be confused. 


Just what was observed over the 
United States in the closing years 
of the 19th Century may never be 
disclosed. 

But to suggest 
the modern 
era of UFO 
sightings 
started in 1947 
is a definite 
misnomer.

‘THE UNTOLD SCIENCE’ 
By Astro Physicist Andrew Pike FRAS 


This first issue of UFO Data Report 
has many of its pages dedicated to 
the events of December 1980, when 
American Military Security Forces 
encountered something very ‘Nuts 
& Bolts’ in woodlands separating 
the twin military bases of Wood- 
bridge and Bentwaters. Much has 
been published about the case and 
many claims have been made, some 
very frightening and some very silly. 

For those involved on the three 
nights through December 1980 the 
events are very real indeed, for the 
debunking community all that was 
seen was a lighthouse some five 
miles away at Orford Ness. 

There has been much research 
done regarding the personal in¬ 
volved and there is some documen¬ 
tation to back up some of the claims 
of those involved available in the 
public domain. 

Andrew Pike is an Astro Physicist 
who is known to the UFO Commu¬ 
nity as one of the few men of sci¬ 
ence who openly support the UFO 
subject. Andrew has a book due for 
release in the summer of 2006 
which is a scientists view of the 
UFO phenomenon. Andrew s inter¬ 
est in Rendlesham leads him to be¬ 
lieve that there is much more 
‘evidence’ that should be consid¬ 
ered regarding the Rendlesham 
Forest Incident and the following 
article presents some of Andrews 
research. 

Rendlesham: The Untold Science 

Andrew Pike, FRAS 

What follows is by no means the full 
story of the scientific investigation 
into the Rendlsham Forest incident 
at RAF Woodbridge and Bentwaters 
in December 1980. Even in sum¬ 


mary form that 
document runs to 
more than a quar¬ 
ter of a million 
words and links 
the event back 
through history to 
the 1930s. How¬ 
ever, I hope this 
taster will interest 
readers neverthe¬ 
less. 


During the past 25 
years certain facts 
about the UFO 
encounter at 
Rendlesham 
Forest in December 1980 have be¬ 
come established fact. 

It was not so long ago that debunk¬ 
ers would have you believe there 
was no solid nuts and bolts craft 
involved. They would maintain all 
the phe¬ 
nomena of 
the en¬ 
counters 
could be 
explained 
by lights in 
the sky and 
a light¬ 
house five 
miles 
away. In 
the case of 
the latter, the 
effect is no 
more than a faint light in the dis¬ 
tance, certainly not the searchlight 
depicted in reconstructions for TV. 
Moreover, if you actually stood in 
the forest as the Rendlesham en¬ 
counter developed through the 
years rather than just read about it, 
lighthouse is not impressive, in the 
early 1980s before the great storm 
of 1987 thinned the forest the effect 
was even less impressive. The trou¬ 
ble with many accounts of Rend¬ 
lesham is many claiming little, if 
anything, happened do not get out 
of their armchairs to look and inves¬ 
tigate the possibilities. I have even 
read one recent account which 
states the UFO seen was only 
induced later into airmen's memo¬ 
ries by hypnosis. 

Today we know that on the first 
main night of 25/26 December 1980 
an airman by the name of Jim 
Penniston encountered a solid, 
triangular, craft he was actually 
able to touch. That is in the original 
statements made on the morning of 
26 December complete with

diagrams. Moreover we now know a 
similar, larger craft was seen on the 
second, main night of 27/28 Decem¬ 
ber. On both occasions the USAF 
airmen reported an electrified feel 
to the atmosphere such that their 
hair was standing on end. It was the 
fact a nuts and bolt craft together 
with electric effects were present 
that convinced some scientist of the 
time to go out and look at the 
evidence, all the more so when 
astronomers had been alerted of 
strange activity at 9pm on 25 
December, several hours before 
Penniston, and Burroughs 
encountered a downed craft. 

The amount of data available about 
the Rendlesham case is consider¬ 
able especially when we look at the 
science and check out reports of 
earthquakes, radiation leaks at the 
Sizewell reactor and many other 
claims over the years. In a brief 

overview of this kind I 
can only give a brief 
taste of what the sci¬ 
entists actually found 
by getting off their 
backsides and not lis¬ 
tening to the rubbish 
spoken about the 
event over the years. 
However, that encoun¬ 
ter and the science 
therein was enough to 
lead me and others 
back through history and 
link the event with many 
UFO encounters and official disin¬ 
formation and manipulation by the 
powers-that-be as far back as 1932, 
or the 1880s if we follow the science 
trail. As I say, the final summary re¬ 
port amounted to a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion words, and even then only 
touched on the extent of the investi¬ 
gation. So, as you will appreciate 
what follows is but the tip of a very 
interesting iceberg! 

When I started investigating Rend¬ 
lesham the two facts involving static 
electricity and a solid nuts and bolts 
craft told me we must be dealing 
with what most people know as 
electro gravitation, or electro- 
gravities. This is a form of technol¬ 
ogy which involves using high 
strength electric and magnetic 
fields, or electromagnetism around 
a craft to achieve various tasks. 

One common use is stealth technol¬ 
ogy, others claim it can also ma¬ 
nipulate mass and allow a craft to 
fly as an anti-gravity machine. It 
was that latter claim which resulted 
in several interesting links back 30 



through history. 

If this electrogravitic connection is 
correct, then the effects at Rend- 
lesham should be the smoking gun 
evidence that at least some of this 
technology was at play then. 

We are in an 
unique position 
with Rendlesham 
because despite 
the powers-that- 
be and their ef¬ 
forts to hide the 
facts, many peo¬ 
ple, both military 
and civilian, have 
come forward to 
report the facts 
as they saw them. 

For many they 
were reporting 
strange phenom¬ 
ena without any idea of what was 
happening. Even today reports, arti¬ 
cles and books about Rendlesham 
put forward these strange events 
without the science, yet it is the 
missing science which is all telling. 
To the scientists who have looked 
into this event the smoking gun evi¬ 
dence is in those mysterious details 
reported for the past 25 years with¬ 
out explanation. What follows is a 
taster of that explanation. 

One of the strange effects which 
struck me was the report that at 
times the triangle appeared to melt. 
It was seen to drip what was de¬ 
scribed by the military and civilian 
observers as molten metal. Now, we 
know that this object was not actu¬ 
ally melting because no molten 
metal was found, so the effect had 
to be due to something else, that 
something else was an electromag¬ 
netic effects. An effect not known 
by many scientists because of its 
obscure nature and its appearance 
in only certain specialised reports 
and journals. 

Indeed this line of thinking takes us 
back some years to reports origi¬ 
nating in 1895, but first I want to tell 
you of a report from 26 July 1929. In 
a 1930 copy of The Marine Observer 
an interesting report appears. The 
incident occurred in Balboa Chan¬ 
nel, Panama. A flash of lightning 
was seen entering the water about 
100 yards off the port side of a ship. 
It appeared to the observers not as 
a standard bolt of lightning dis¬ 
charge but as a "stream" slowly fal¬ 


ling as if, in the words of the crew, 
the lightning was dripping "molten 
metal" which dripped into the sea. 
As it "poured" from the sky it made 
a shattering sound as if a china 
plate had been smashed onto a 
stone floor and was followed by the 
sound of siz¬ 
zling, like fat 
on a fire or 
frying bacon. 
This strange 
sight, to¬ 
gether with 
the sound ef¬ 
fects was to 
give clues to 
the Rend¬ 
lesham en¬ 
counter some 
fifty years 
later. 

The effect of 
electric discharges in the form of 
lightning appearing as molten metal 
is not common, but it does occur 
from time to time and is reported in 
the scientific press on rare occa¬ 
sions. Another report appears in the 
science journal Nature as far back 
as 1895. On that occasion the effect 
was reported as looking like linked 
blobs similar to a chain pouring 
slowly to the ground as golden yel¬ 
low elliptical links. Little did Nature 
know at the time but it was provid¬ 
ing a clue to support UFOs, some¬ 
thing it would not touch with a barge 
pole today. 

This type of lightning, as I have said, 
is not common but under certain 
levels of electric strength it can be 
observed. Could this be a clue to 
the Rendlesham UFO and the way it 
worked. Might it have had an electri¬ 
fied hull or a strong electromagnetic 
field around it, just like a large thun¬ 
dercloud? Might that also explain 
the beams of light seen by Lt Col 
Halt being shot down to the ground 
only feet away from him. Could this 
have been a form of discharge just 
like an electrified thundercloud? 


have opened up a whole source of 
explanations for Rendlesham. It is 
no longer the case of having just 
fork and sheet lightning, we now 
understand these molten blob ef¬ 
fects, ball lightning and even new 
types of lightning called Sprites, 
ELVES, TROLLS and Pixies all of 
which play a role. 

One type of electrical effect associ¬ 
ated with charged thunderclouds 
(and UFOs?) is St Elmo’s fire. This 
explains another effect reported by 
Lt. Col. Halt during his chase 
through the forest. At one point Halt 
reported a house on fire and was 
not sure whether to call at the 
house to alert the household. Again 
a look at the data available in past 
journals, especially meteorological, 
show examples of discharge build¬ 
ing up under thunderstorm condi¬ 
tions on houses and even animals 
and humans standing in fields (the 
golf course is the common location 
for human encounters with St 
Elmo’s fire). It seems this causes no 
ill effects and goes largely unno¬ 
ticed by the animals suggesting a 
static build up impressive to the eye 
but not dangerous to well being. In 
these cases the object is described 
as on fire when viewed at a dis¬ 
tance. 

At one point in the encounter, the 
airmen say they heard a woman 
scream. Strange to say the least. 
Had a woman been struck by one of 
these electrical discharges? No, 
she was, in fact, an electrical dis¬ 
charge! If we continue with this line 
of investigation involving lightning 
discharges we find that over the 
past century or so, lightning dis¬ 
charges have had all types of 
sounds associated with them. We 
have seen the example of a china 
plate smashed on a stone floor, and 
sizzling fat or bacon. Other reported 
discharge sounds include sonic 
booms, wood splintering, buzzing 
bees, squeaking, footsteps and, of 
course, a woman screaming!

These are just a few exam¬ 
ples, but strange effects like 
these soon linked the science 
to other events in history. Be¬ 
fore long the science was 
leading to people like Thomas 
Townsend Brown, Nikola 
Tesla and even John Hutchi¬ 
son. All these names have 
been linked with electromag¬ 
netic effects involving flying 











flying saucers and UFO technology. 
So, maybe there was something to 
their ideas, and maybe that is why 
the powers-that-be have made a ca¬ 
reer of debunking this idea of elec- 
trogravitics through the decades? 


story of alien UFOs and flying sau¬ 
cers, or was it because they had de¬ 
veloped such anti-gravity technol¬ 
ogy? 

Over the decades there has been 


by understanding electricity in a way 
we have not yet mastered. That has 
stuck in my mind as a strange thing 
for a secretary to say, especially as 
she was so closely involved in the 
Rendlesham encounter and the offi¬ 
cial communications which followed. 





One interesting 
link involving elec¬ 
tricity and strange 
anti-gravity effects 
was found in Nazi 
Germany. The Nazi 
Germany experi¬ 
ments took on an 
interesting twist 
when an experi¬ 
ment was con¬ 
ducted in 2002 
which had an 
amazing similarity 
to one in Nazi Ger¬ 
many and at¬ 
tracted interest 
from all the usual names and estab¬ 
lishments ufologists connect with 
flying saucer technology, especially 
in the USA. The experiment involved 
a strange device which produced an 
artificial black hole. Suddenly there 
was a link with relativity and quan¬ 
tum theory. Had the Nazis stumbled 
upon a device which was later cap¬ 
tured by the Allies and developed 
into stealth technology today, maybe 
even anti-gravity? This device was 
the so-called Bell or 'engine' as the 
Nazis called it. A device which gave 
out so much radiation several scien¬ 
tists and concentration camp POWs 
were killed in minutes. Maybe they 
had gone further and produced elec- 
trogravitic effects now used by the 
US? The clues for that lie in quantum 
theory, relativity and 
string theory, all looked 
at with regard to Rend¬ 
lesham, and all produc¬ 
ing interesting links and 
possibilities, too complex 
to explain here. 

Many of these scientific 
trails back through his¬ 
tory led to the 1950s and 
in particular 1956 and 
1957. It was 1956 that the 
announcement was made 
that anti-gravity aircraft 
were to soon became re¬ 
ality. There were press 
reports and great excitement, then 
all went quiet. By 1960 it was as if 
the breakthrough had never been 
announced. But why? Was it down to 
the spy plane developments and the 
need for the CIA and Pentagon to 
hide their planes behind a cover 


much talk of exotic anti-gravity craft 
developed since World War Two, 
certainly there is much evidence to 
suggest something involving electro¬ 
magnetic fields is being researched. 
Many date back to work in 1932 to 
degauss battleships which resulted 
in the so-called Philadelphia Experi¬ 
ment, something also covered in the 
scientific investigation. Rendlesham 
has a lot of these effects at play, but 
were we so advanced in 1980 to 
have such technology assuming it 
works. Maybe so, after all 1932 to 
1980 is almost fifty years. 

Of all the strange things surrounding 
the Rendlesham case, one sticks in 
my mind more than any other. It in¬ 
volves one of the secretaries at the 


twin bases of RAF Woodbridge and 
Bentwaters at the time. During a 
conversation with Georgina Bruni 
for her book You Can't Tell The Peo¬ 
ple, the secretary hinted that who¬ 
ever (aliens?) was responsible for

Beagle 2 probe 'spotted' on Mars 

The scientist behind the British 
Beagle 2 mission to the Red 
Planet says the craft may have 
been found in pictures of the 
Martian surface. 

Colin Pillinger says the images sug¬ 
gest the mission very nearly 
worked, but Beagle somehow failed 
to contact Earth. 

He thinks the craft may have hit the 
ground too hard as the atmosphere 
was thinner than usual because of 
dust storms in that region of Mars. 
This may have damaged onboard 
instruments, preventing the call 
home. A 

The Beagle 2 lead scientist has been 
painstakingly studying images of the 
landing site in search of his space¬ 
craft ever since it was lost on Christ¬ 
mas Day two years ago. 

Now, he says, specially processed 
pictures from the camera on the US 
space agency's (Nasa) Mars Global 
Surveyor spacecraft show that it 
came down in a crater close to the 
planned landing site. 

Life search 

The robotic laboratory was 
designed to search Mars for signs of 
past or present life. The last contact 
was an image of Beagle taken by its 
mother ship, the Mars Express 
orbiter, on 19 December 2003.

The £45m lander was scheduled to 
put down in a near-equatorial region 
of the planet known as Isidis Plani- 
tia. But despite many attempts to 
locate it - using over flying space¬ 
craft and Earth-based telescopes - 
no sign of it, not even any wreckage, 
has been detected. 

Professor Colin Pillinger accepts the 
sceptics will say Beagle 2 is too 
small to be seen from space. 

And when taken in isolation, each of 
the "objects" in the crater bowl 
could be explained by other phe¬ 
nomena. However, he argues, it is 
unlikely to be mere coincidence that 
so many unusual features are to be 
found "within 20m of each other". 
"We've had the pessimists round 
saying 'we've already seen some¬ 
thing like that'. But they haven't 
seen them all together," he told the 
BBC. 

Crater bounce 

Based on the features found in the 
crater, members of the Beagle 2 
team have reconstructed what 
might have happened to Beagle as it 
touched down on the Red Planet. 
"There is a lot of disturbance in this 
crater, particularly a big patch on 
the north crater wall which we think 
is the primary impact site," Profes¬ 
sor Pillinger explains. 

"There are then other features 
around the crater consistent with 
the airbags bouncing around and 
finally falling down into the middle. 
Then, when you cut the lace, the air¬ 
bags fall apart giving three very 
symmetrical triangles." 

Four roughly circular features to the 
right of the "airbags" could con¬ 
ceivably be Beagle's unfolded solar 


Professor Pillinger claims the im¬ 
ages show Beagle 2 came very 
close to being the first spacecraft to 
mount a concerted search for life on 
the Martian surface. 

And so, he says, it would have been 
common sense for British and Euro¬ 
pean governments to have backed 
another attempt. 

Nasa's Mars Reconnaissance 
Orbiter spacecraft, which will 
photograph Mars in unprecedented 
detail once it reaches the planet 
next year, could confirm the 
tentative identification.

Having studied around the UFO 
subject for the best part of my life 
and having been one of the very 
fortunate few to have actually 
been employed to work with the 
subject I have always considered 
it a privilege when individuals 
choose to approach me with their 
stories of UFO and alien 
encounters. 

I have to say though that some of 
the contact has indeed been with 
strange people, I don’t know if 
they where aliens but some were 
seriously ‘off the planet’. 

However the majority of individu¬ 
als and families I have met over 
the years strike me as serious in¬ 
dividuals whose lives have been 
touched in some way by this fas¬ 
cinating subject. 

I will be honest here and tell you 
that during my time at UFO Maga¬ 
zine (10 years) and whilst editing 
UFOdata I have been sent many 
photographic and video images, 
the majority easily explained 
away, mostly mistaken identity 
but very few deliberate hoaxes. 

A lot of the time I have found that 
new ownership of a camcorder or 
digital camera seems to convince 
the users of such equipment that 
they have taken an anomalous 
image or film, when in fact it is the 
camera and wrongly adjusted 
settings that tend to produce 
such images or effects. 

Occasionally there is an image or 
film presented to me that does 
not tick the boxes like those 
mentioned above. 

This article features one of two 
photographs taken in the summer 
of 2005 by UFO and Crop circle 
enthusiast and researcher Ellis C. 
Taylor. 


Ellis sent the two 
images to me 
along with an 
explanation of 
how the photo¬ 
graphs came 
about. 


Ellis C.Taylor 

The sky was a silvery grey as / 
steered my car down the twisting 


hedge-bordered Toot Baidon Hill 
heading towards the latest crop 
circle in this enigmatic corner of 
the Oxfordshire countryside. It 
was just after 5am on the 12th 
June 2005. As / neared the Wat- 
Ungton Road I could see the for¬ 
mation a few hundred yards 
ahead of me; only the second 
known grass formation to have 
appeared in the county, the first 
having been found in the same 


pasture on the 27th May2005. At 
the junction / parked up and 
walked across the road to take a 
quick couple of long-distance 
photographs. As / got to the grass 
verge on the other side of the 
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the road / noticed a very dark 
and unusual shaped and col¬ 
oured portion of the sky and 
gave it no more thought. Apart 
from this there was nothing else 
in the sky but clouds and occa¬ 
sionally a small bird, but they 
were busying themselves in the 
lower levels gathering their 
breakfast in the hedges. 

/ took two photographs in quick 
succession - probably about 2 
seconds in total at the most. / 
then got in my car turned right 
and drove about 100yards down 
the road to where the Dragon 
formation lay last year. 

i stood on the roof of the car and 
surveyed the area just in case 
there were any other circles 
nearby. / couldn't see anything, it photographed by private pilots 

was a beautiful morning the only and a lot of these photographs Has the photo been doctored or 

sounds the whispering wind and are taken from Micro-light and enhanced in any way? 

chirping birds. other small aircraft. 



/ got back in the car and drove to 
Garsington Church carpark, i 
saw no aeroplanes, hang gliders, 
helicopters or any other aircraft 
at this time. So what is this ob¬ 
ject that has shown up 
in the first of the pho¬ 
tographs mentioned 
above yet is absent 
from the next one 
taken a second or two 
later? it is a UFO to 
me - It's in the air, and 
i don't know what it is. 

Does anyone else? 

UFO Data. 

I have always been an objective 
type of person when analysing 
alleged UFO imagery be it video 
or photographic, you have to be 
or the debunking community will 
have you for lunch. 

So when first seeing the images 
presented here I thought of 
Kites, Hang Gliders and the like, 
but the fact that Ellis is seasoned 
researcher encouraged me to 
dig a little deeper into this 
sighting. 

Many of the beautiful Crop For¬ 
mations seen along the southern 
fields of England are filmed and 



Tony Hughes owns Wiltshire 
Micro-lights and is also inter¬ 
ested in the UFO phenomena. 

I approached Tony on the 
chance that flight logs might 
show a small 
aircraft in the 
area on the 
date in ques¬ 
tion. 

Response from 
Tony Hughes. 

/ have just studied the object in 

question and there 

appears to be a slight lightening 

of the immediate area around the 

object. 

/ can confirm that it is cer¬ 
tainly NOT a 
fixed or flex¬ 
wing 

micro light 
aircraft, nor 
dot think it is 
a small light 
aircraft, how¬ 
ever without im¬ 
age enhance¬ 
ment it is not easy to establish 
the exact shape and whether 
there is anything suspended be¬ 
low. 



My opinion, for what it is worth is 
that the object is a paraglider 
canopy or possibly a large kite 
but / would need exact location 
coordinates to see if it co - 
incides with any powered para¬ 
gliding event taking place in the 
area. 5.00am does seem a little 
early though. 

Can you tell me if any noise was 
heard and where was the ob¬ 
server in relation to the wind. 

Feel free to contact me any time 
as this is a subject / am 
Interested in.

I am grateful to Tony for 
taking the time out of his 
busy schedule and agree 
with him that the object 
does look like a foil of 
some description and the 
time of the sighting is 
very early for social or 
competition flying. 

Ellis is sure there was nothing 
visible either under the shape or 
on the ground controlling an¬ 
other suspect such as a stunt 
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Kite. Anyone who has ever flown 
or attempted to fly a stunt kite will 
tell you it is not uncommon for 
such a kite to be airborne 1 sec¬ 
ond and grounded the next. 

So if all the information is correct 
and by that I refer to the witness 
statement. 

/ have no doubt that Ellis recalls 
the times etc but these will be re¬ 
corded on the digital photos any¬ 
way. 

(So long as the time is set up on 
the camera) 

Our aviation expert is pretty sure 
that this is no small powered 
craft. In answer to Tony’s ques¬ 
tion of sound Ellis does not report 
hearing anything and again re¬ 
member Ellis is aware of the UFO 
and related Phenomena and 
would probably never taken the 
photographs anyway if he had 
heard the buzz of a high revving 
Microlite engine. 

Ellis was photographing the 
formation in the field and did not 
notice the airborne object until 
reviewing his pictures. 

Having noted that Ellis took the 
photos on a Sony stills camera I 
questioned the resolution of the 
photos because I use a Sony 5 
Mega pixel model and the resolu¬ 
tion and focus is always impres¬ 
sive. 

Ellis’s response 

The camera is set to high quality 
but it's probable (but not 
definite) that / had the camera on 
digital zoom. / fully understand 
your method and / fully 
appreciate and welcome the 
Integrity of your analytical 
procedure. 

/ would bet my life that there were 
no aircraft of any kind, / certainly 
would have seen and heard it. 

It is difficult to enhance any im¬ 
age to reveal more detail than in 
its original form and it is impossi¬ 
ble to gain a higher resolution 
than the original image but you 



can lift contrast etc and isolate 
the pixels of the area of interest 
to give you more of an idea to 
what might be going on. 

The image above is made up of 
the isolated pixels in the image. 
The photo resolution was 28ppi 
so there was not much to go on, 
to enable me to enlarge the image 
I increased the print resolution to 
144ppi thus smoothing out the 
harsh edges to the 
original image. 

What I see is the curved shape I 
would expect from a foil 
suspending a person or being 
flown on a line such as a kite. But 
I also see light spots above and 
below the curved surface and 
there is also a suggestion of light 
reflecting off something at 3 o 
clock and 9 o clock. 

This could be mere reflection but 
the sun if any visible would have 
been low in the sky at 5am even 
at midsummer.

Prophetic UFO ‘Fleet’ Signs 
Precede Hurricane Katrina

In the early hours of August 29 th 
2005 Hurricane Katrina made 
landfall, after passing through 
the Gulf of Mexico, and devas¬ 
tated the city of New Orleans, 
and 90,000 square miles of the 
state of Mississippi and coastal 
Louisiana before dissipating. 

Forming in the Caribbean and 
declared a tropical storm on Au¬ 
gust 23 rd , it became a monstrous 
Hurricane, a Category 5, within 
three days, after first striking the 
tip of Florida and diverting into 
the Gulf of Mexico. Described by 
many as ‘Biblical’ and 
‘Apocalyptic’ in scale and de¬ 
structive force, it wrought incal¬ 
culable damage upon the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of people 
living in its path, and continues 
to be an historic tragedy. 

Hurricane Katrina revealed how 
vulnerable modern civilization 
can be in the wake of a massive 
and devastating hurricane, a fact 
that was foreseen not only by 
people living on and off the Gulf 
coast, aware of the potential for 
disaster in New Orleans, but also 
by Extraterrestrial ‘Intelligences’ 
above, that gave prophetic and 
alerting ‘Signs’ in the sky, weeks 
and days before the approaching 
Hurricane. These were wit¬ 
nessed and filmed on both sides 
of the Gulf coast, in Mexico and 
the US! 


A UFO ‘FLEET’ IS FILMED ON THE 
SAME MORNING 
OVER TWO STATE CAPITALS IN 
MEXICO 


Reported by well known UFOIo- 
gist Santiago Yturria, on 
Rense.com, the first two aerial 
signs occurred on the morning of 
June 24 th 2005 over two state 
capitals in Mexico; San Luis Po¬ 
tosi, in the state of San Luis Po¬ 
tosi; and Xalapa, in the state of 
Veracruz (Ref. 1 & 2). 


Synchronously, on the same day 
that the well known UFOIogist 
and TV journalist, Jaime 
Maussan, gave a media attended 
conference in San Luis Potosi, 
drawing further public attention 
to the increasing UFO presence 
in Mexico, an unprecedented 
UFO ‘Fleet’ sighting occurred 
over the city! 

Filmed by Rosario Oviedo close 
to her home in San Luis Potosi, 
and witnessed by some of her 
neighbours, the sighting lasted 
for several minutes, and in¬ 
cluded more than fifty, luminous, 
unidentified flying ‘spheres’, 
arranged in a loose cluster type 
formation, clearly visible against 
the morning sky. See above (Fig. 
1 & Ref. 1). 

Additional sightings above the 
city were also reported to Jaime 
Maussan during the conference, 
including mysterious spheres 
witnessed on two consecutive 
days before the conference, and 
early the following morning (Ref. 
1 ). 

Curiously, on the same morning 
that Rosario Oviedo filmed the 
UFO fleet above San Luis Potosi, 
another ‘unprecedented’ UFO 
event and sign also occurred 
above Xalapa, and very signifi¬ 
cantly, Casa Veracruz; the offi¬ 
cial house of government and 
home of the Governor of Xalapa, 


Fidel Herrera Beltran (Ref. 2). 

Witnessed at 10:30AM during an 
official ceremony by the Gover¬ 
nor, numerous police officers, 
newspaper and television report¬ 
ers, who photographed and 
filmed the event, and many local 
residents, the sighting involved 
‘at least 14 unknown flying ob¬ 
jects’, that made no discernable 
sound, and ‘remained almost 
static in the sky in formation de¬ 
scribing a triangle pattern in per¬ 
fect alignment for almost 30 min¬ 
utes.’ (Ref. 2) 

Reported three days later by 
Santiago Yturria on Rense.com, 
the Casa Veracruz UFO fleet 
sighting was treated as a major 
incident and received National 
Television news time the same 
night in Mexico (TV Azteca)! It 
was also reported as the head¬ 
line news of various newspapers 
of Xalapa (Ref. 2). 

After giving a Crop Circle slide 
presentation, at the 42 nd Annual 
National UFO Conference in Hol¬ 
lywood, California, on Septem¬ 
ber 2 nd , 2005, Kris, my research 
partner and wife, and myself, 
met with Santiago Yturria, to dis¬ 
cuss the Casa Veracruz sighting, 
and to share much of what is 
contained in this article. After¬ 
wards, we had an opportunity to 
view some of the TV camera foot¬ 
age recorded shortly before, 
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and during, the Casa Veracruz 
sighting, and were very im¬ 
pressed. 

The UFOs were filmed on broad¬ 
cast quality equipment and 
against a clear blue morning sky. 
The TV news camera clips we 
saw were brief, but clear, and 
very interesting in many re¬ 
spects. One TV news camera¬ 
man recorded the Governor be¬ 
ginning his outdoor speech into a 
microphone, only to halt mo¬ 
ments later to people shouting 
“OVNIs!”, “OVNIs!” (“UFOs!”, 
“UFOs!”), and join an increasing 
number of people looking up at 
an amazing sight; a fleet of 
UFOs, of identical looking 
‘metallic discs’, maintaining a 
‘silent’, ‘fixed’ position, forma¬ 
tion, and apparent sign in the sky 
above Casa Veracruz, and the 
city of Xalapa (Ref. 2 & 3). 

The Casa Veracruz UFO fleet 
sighting was an unprecedented 
incident, as Santiago Yturria re¬ 
ported on Rense.com on June 
27 th 2005. It was also a prophetic 
event, and sign, of what I had 
conveyed to Santiago three 
weeks earlier! (Ref. 4) 

For some years, I have been an¬ 
ticipating an increase in UFO 
fleet sightings to occur in Mex¬ 
ico, as a precursor to similar 
sightings occurring in other 
parts of the world, and in the not 
too distant future, as a world¬ 
wide event (Ref. 5). On June 3 rd 
2005 I replied to an e-mail from 
Santiago Yturria and wrote 
‘Many thanks for the news about 
the recent UFO ‘fleets’ over Mex¬ 
ico. Very interesting indeed! Be¬ 
tween you and us, if my 
‘translation’ of a Biblical proph¬ 
esy is correct, a lot more is on 
the very near horizon too!’ I fin¬ 
ished my e-mail by saying ‘thank 
you again for news of the UFO 
‘fleets’ and ‘mass clusters’ 
filmed above Mexico, that’s a 
very good sign J J’ 

(Ref. 4 & 6) 

Anticipating, in early June 2005, 
a lot more UFO fleet sightings 


and signs to follow in fulfilment of 
a Biblical prophesy, I communi¬ 
cated the following to Jaime 
Maussan. On July 3 rd 2005 I re¬ 
plied to a personal e-mail from 
Jaime Maussan and wrote, ‘If 
some of the humanoid beings ap¬ 
pearing over Mexico (and possi¬ 
bly other areas) are potentially 
hostile to humankind, why are 
they flying around so brazenly? 
Are they indifferent visitors? Or 
could it be that the more ad¬ 
vanced ET Civilizations fulfilling 
the July 11th 1991 Eclipse 
prophesy intend to reveal THEM¬ 
SELVES more often soon, and 
that some would like humankind 
to be afraid, and to think they are 
coming here to control us, when 
in truth they are coming here to 
help us?’ (Ref. 5, 6 & 7). 

On July 10 th 2005 in an e-mail to 
Santiago Yturria I added, ‘My 
feeling about the unidentified fly¬ 
ing humanoids being seen and 
filmed over Mexico, and a few 
other locations however is, that 
they are NOT the same 'beings' 
behind the 'UFO Fleets', the July 
11th 1991 Eclipse sightings 
event, and much of the UFO ac¬ 
tivity seen since that historic day 
in Mexico. I strongly suspect in¬ 
stead, that there is more than 
one ET Civilization making itself 
more 'visible' over Mexico at this 
prophesised time of Cosmic un¬ 
veiling and expanded human Col¬ 
lective Consciousness, and they 
do not all have our best interests 
at heart. Some, a minority, visit¬ 
ing this planet are perhaps really 
coming here only for themselves, 
or for others who would other¬ 
wise come here primarily for 
themselves, and not to help 
humankind or the Earth. I also 
suspect a deception, in that the 
'selfish' ETs are appearing more 
because they know the more ad¬ 
vanced 'un-selfish' ETs are also 
appearing more and will soon do 
so globally. They would like us 
perhaps to accept them along 
with those who truly come to 
help us. They may also have a 
more sinister aim: to generate 
fear, distrust, and doubt in us of 
those ET Civilizations who can 


truly help humanity and the 
Earth.’ (Ref. 8) 

The UFO fleet sighting above 
Casa Veracruz was a sign and 
affirmation of prophesy being 
fulfilled, in my understanding, 
and more was to follow. Since 
communicating with Santiago on 
June 3 rd there had been an in¬ 
crease in UFO sightings in Mex¬ 
ico, including UFO fleets above 
two major cities on the same 
morning, and above the ‘White 
House’ equivalent of one, Casa 
Veracruz, three of the unidenti¬ 
fied flying ‘disks’ had remained 
‘static’, forming a large triangle 
in the sky for half an hour, allow¬ 
ing it to be witnessed by many 
credible observers, and to be 
filmed! (Ref. 2) Was it a sign, a 
visual symbol, and form of 
‘communication’? Were certain 
ET Intelligences trying to alert 
people to three UFO fleet sight¬ 
ings; San Luis Potosi, Xalapa, 
and a third? Was it meant to be a 
spiritual sign, to represent 
‘three-as-one’, the metaphysical 
concept and principle of ‘a trin¬ 
ity’, and ‘The Trinity’? ‘Casa Ve¬ 
racruz’, translated from Spanish 
means ‘House’ of the ‘True 
Cross’, a very apt name for the 
principle location of a prophetic 
UFO incident (Ref. 9). Is Biblical 
prophesy (like Maya, Aztec, and 
other prophesies), being fulfilled 
through an increase in UFO 
sightings in the skies over Mex¬ 
ico, and elsewhere? (Ref. 5 & 6) 

On August 19 th 2005,1 received 
news from Santiago Yturria of 
another unprecedented UFO 
fleet sighting and sign that had 
been filmed on the opposite side 
of the Gulf coast, in Florida, a 
few days earlier. I wrote back to 
Santiago after looking at the re¬ 
port and said ‘Now there’s a 
sign!’ (Ref. 10) It was in my view 
another ‘sign of affirmation’ of a 
Biblical prophesy being fulfilled, 
and a major ALERT for people 
living along the Gulf Coast (Ref. 5 
& 6 ).

The UFO fleet sighting and sign 
was reportedly filmed by Steve 
Burns on August 14 th 2005, at 
10:15pm (Central time), and was 
posted on the internet on 
UFOtheatre.com, with a video 
still image, and mpeg the next 
day (Ref. 11). 

The exact location of the sighting 
was not given, but the fact it was 
reported over Florida couldn’t 
have been more timely, and perti¬ 
nent. Now, the pieces of a UFO 
puzzle and prophesy were falling 
into place, and the ‘dots’ of the 
UFO fleet signs could be con¬ 
nected, linking the sightings over 
San Luis Potosi, Xalapa, and 
Florida. 

The instant I saw the ‘flying 
cross’ image many things came 
to mind, including the feeling it 
was a premonitory sign of an im¬ 
pending disaster, foreseen by 
certain ET Intelligences con¬ 
cerned for the Earth and Human¬ 
kind. I wasn’t sure how porten¬ 
tous the sign would be until Hur¬ 


ricane Katrina began to ap¬ 
proach Florida on August 24 th 
2005. 


The following day Katrina be¬ 
came a Category 1 Hurricane 
and side swiped the tip of Florida 
killing eleven people. Moving on 
into the Gulf of Mexico, and 
warmer water, it increased in 
strength to a Category 5 Hurri¬ 
cane (Fig. 3) and to a 4 just be¬ 
fore making landfall on August 
29 th , causing immense damage 
and loss to this day. 



On September 2 nd 2005 I con¬ 
veyed much of what is contained 
in this article to Santiago Yturria, 
and to several other respected 
UFOIogists attending the 42 nd An¬ 
nual National UFO Conference in 
Hollywood, including Steven Bas¬ 
sett, Richard Dolan, Nick Red- 


fern, and Farah Yurdozu, as well 
as Larry Newnam (CircleSpeak), 
and Lisa Davis (organizer of the 
NUFOC Conference) . I also dis¬ 
seminated much of the same in¬ 
formation to a small audience, as 
the last part of a slide presenta¬ 
tion by Kris and I, entitled ‘Crop 
Circle Answers: ‘Who’ and ‘What’ 
Has Been Creating the World¬ 
wide Crop Circle Phenomenon, 
and Why? 

Over the next two months I tried 
to obtain further information con¬ 
cerning Steve Burn’s sighting, 
through UFOTheatre.com, but to 
no avail. This admittedly did 
make me suspicious of the re¬ 
port, despite the immaculate tim¬ 
ing of the sighting, and the previ¬ 
ous UFO fleet signs apparently 
associated with it. However, an¬ 
other witness would soon step 
forward and provide additional 
information and an affirming ac¬ 
count of what must have been a 
truly awe-inspiring and historic 
UFO sighting! (Ref. 12) 


A SECOND WITNESS REPORTS 
THE ‘FLYING CROSS’ 
OVER SAINT PETERSBERG, 
FLORIDA! 


On November 2 nd 2005, Kris 
(Sherwood) and I were guests of 
George Noory, 

on his internationally broadcast 
radio program, and while dis¬ 
cussing the subject of UFOs, I 
briefly mentioned the Gulf Coast 
sightings that had preceded Hur¬ 
ricane Katrina, including the Fly¬ 
ing Cross above Florida. 

Two days later I received a very 
interesting e-mail from Eric Wat¬ 
son, a resident of Florida, report¬ 
ing that he, with his sixteen year 
old son Jeff, had also witnessed 
the UFO cross directly above his 
house in St Petersberg (Ref. 12). 

Eric Watson wrote that one night, 
at about 10pm (15 minutes earlier 
than Steve Burns sighting) in 
early Summer (possibly June) 
2005, he felt ‘compelled’ to go 
outside with his two sons (Jeff, 
and Matt, aged 13)

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and look up at a certain part of 
the night sky. He wrote ‘We were 
looking right up at the spot.’ A 
couple of minutes later, against a 
clear sky, the UFOs began to ap¬ 
pear. ‘We saw a white cross that 
lit up one by one, about 4 down 
and 3 over, it may have been five 
down, no more then 3 over for 
sure!’ The UFOs were described 
as ‘huge’, each being approxi¬ 
mately the size of a thumbnail 
held at arms length, and 
‘awesome’ to look at (Ref. 12 & 
13). 

The UFOs were ‘perfect white 
round orbs very bright and de¬ 
fined. They popped on one at a 
time, and waited until our eyes 
were locked on that spot.’ Ob¬ 
served directly over the city, 
above 83 rd Avenue, Eric Watson 
added that the UFO cross ‘was 
not lit for more then 4 seconds 
when we saw a silent flash, like 
an explosion, the same colour 
white, about three fingers away 
arm extended, and the cross 
went out one by one twice as fast 
as it lit up. It was like something 
in space took a picture of it with 
an old-fashioned flashcube 
square. The flash was as big as 
your thumb nail.’ (Ref. 12 & 13) 

‘The cross I feel was meant to 
show me something, maybe spiri¬ 
tual?’ Eric Watson wrote. Report¬ 
ing that the entire sighting lasted 
about ten seconds, he added ‘I 
really believe it was meant for us 
to see. What are the chances you 
walk outside with a feeling and 
look up and two minutes later get 
treated to a light show?’ (Ref. 13) 

FURTHER OBSERVATIONS AND 
QUESTIONS 

Did ET Intelligences foresee Hur¬ 
ricane Katrina and give alerting 
and premonitory signs of an ap¬ 
proaching disaster? 

A UFO fleet sign had been wit¬ 
nessed above Xalapa, and the 
‘House of the True Cross’, and 
across the Gulf of Mexico from 
Xalapa, a ‘cross’ of similar look¬ 
ing UFOs had been witnessed 
above St Petersberg, both 


shortly before the Hurricane. 

Before the UFO cross sign ap¬ 
peared over Florida it was clear 
that visiting ET Intelligences 
were wishing their existence to 
be known and acknowledged 
above San Luis Potosi and 
Xalapa, but why? Why had a UFO 
fleet sign appeared over two 
capital cities on the same morn¬ 
ing, on June 24 th 2005? Was there 
something significant (even sym¬ 
bolic) about the date and location 
of the two sightings? Why were 
certain ET Intelligences trying to 
draw the attention of UFO investi¬ 
gators, government representa¬ 
tives and officers, media report¬ 
ers and the public, to their exis¬ 
tence, and why above San Luis 
Potosi, and Xalapa? 


contemporary UFO investigator. 

In my view, benevolent ET Intelli¬ 
gences gave an acknowledge¬ 
ment, and a major ‘sign of sup¬ 
port’ to ‘UFO Disclosure’ in Mex¬ 
ico, by affirming, and emphasiz¬ 
ing their existence on the day of 
the conference.

Why did a UFO fleet appear 
above Xalapa, and Casa Ve¬ 
racruz? 


I think, the UFO fleet appeared 
over San Luis Potosi because 
Jaime Maussan was scheduled to 
give, and gave, a media attended 


I think a UFO fleet appeared over 
the city of Xalapa because it is 
the capital of Veracruz, and 
above Veracruz because it is lo¬ 
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conference in the city on that 
date, about recent UFO activity in 
Mexico. Certain spiritually ad¬ 
vanced ET civilizations visiting 
Earth, wishing their existence to 
be peacefully acknowledged, and 
safely known, acknowledged 
Jaime Maussan’s conference, I 
think, because he openly and 
publicly acknowledges their exis¬ 
tence, and has done more to 
raise public awareness of the 
UFO/ET presence in Mexico 
through the mass media of televi¬ 
sion and radio than any other 


cated on the Gulf coast. In my 
view, certain ET Intelligences 
were trying to draw our attention, 
not only to their existence, but 
also to ours, and to the Gulf 
coast. Opposite Xalapa, for 
example, across the Gulf of 
Mexico is, and was, New Orleans, 
and the coastline of Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama, and 
Florida! (Fig. 4) 

The UFO fleet appeared above 
Casa Veracruz on the morning of 
June 24 th 2005,1 think, 
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because of the outdoor official 
ceremony being held there, the 
many and type of people gath¬ 
ered, and because it is the White 
House of Xalapa! The name of 
the location, Casa Veracruz, as 
mentioned previously, was also 
significant I think, by its associa¬ 
tion with the Cross of Christ, and 
because of the aerial sign that 
would soon follow it above Flor¬ 
ida. 

By making a brief appearance 
over the primary government 
building of Xalapa, at the start of 
an official ceremony attended by 
the media, and lead by the Gov¬ 
ernor, at 10:30AM, when many 
people would also be going 
about their daily business in the 
city, certain ET Intelligences 
were clearly wishing their pres¬ 
ence and sign to be known. (Ref. 
2 ) 

Why did a UFO fleet appear over 
two state capitals on the same 
morning? 

By appearing above Xalapa and 
Casa Veracruz on the same day 
as the UFO conference in San 
Luis Potosi, certain ET Intelli¬ 
gences were, I think, trying to 
draw the attention of many peo¬ 
ple, particularly Jaime Maussan, 
Fidel Herrera Beltran, and Tele¬ 
vision and Newspaper report¬ 
ers, to the UFO fleet sightings 
over both cities, and to stimulate 
many to ask what the UFOs 
were, and why they might be ap¬ 
pearing? 

On July 11 th 1991, an historic 
UFO sighting occurred during a 
Total Solar Eclipse above Mex¬ 
ico City (the world’s largest 
city), and simultaneously over 
several other cities around Mex¬ 
ico. Witnessed by thousands of 
people looking skyward, and 
illmed from multiple vantage 
points, this UFO event was, in 
my view the most significant 
mass witnessed UFO sighting of 
the last century prophesized by 
the Maya more than 1200 years 
ago to usher in a new era of 
‘cosmic awareness’, including 
the return of, and awareness of, 


our brethren ‘from the Stars’, 
the Eclipse of 1991 was also pre¬ 
dicted to be the harbinger of 
great upheavals, including 
‘Earth changes’ (Ref.14). Why 
then, had two major cities in 
Mexico received synchronous 
sightings, including a sign in the 
sky, on the morning of June 24 th 
2005? Was another prophesy (in 
addition to Mayan) being ful¬ 
filled? 

While a UFO fleet sighting had 
occurred above San Luis Potosi 
and Xalapa on the same day, the 
timing of both was more closely 
associated with the official cere¬ 
mony being held at Casa Ve¬ 
racruz, than the UFO conference 
at San Luis Potosi. This, in my 
view, was to emphasize the main 
purpose of the synchronized 
sightings: to draw mass atten¬ 
tion to Xalapa, a sign above 
Casa Veracruz, and the Gulf 
Coast. 

Why did seven UFOs form the 
sign of a Latin Cross above 
Florida, including St Peters- 
berg? 

I think, seven UFOs formed the 
sign of a Latin Cross above Flor¬ 
ida to fulfil a Biblical prophesy 
contained in the book of 
‘Revelation’ (Ref. 5 & 6), and to 
be an alerting sign in prophetic 
times. Certain ET Intelligences 
evidently knew and cared that 
the worst natural disaster in US 
history was soon to strike the 
Gulf Coast, including Florida. 

The number seven is greatly as¬ 
sociated with prophesy. For ex¬ 
ample, ‘seven’ is referenced 54 
times in the book of Revelation, 
the prophetic last book of the 
Bible, and referenced in the 
form of 18 seven-fold symbols: 
‘seven churches’, ‘seven spir¬ 
its’, ‘seven golden candlesticks’, 
‘se ven stars ’, ‘se ven tamps ’, 

‘se ven horns ’, ‘se ven eyes ’, 

‘se ven seals ’, ‘se ven angels ’, 
‘seven trumpets’, ‘seven thun¬ 
ders’, ‘seven heads’, ‘seven 
crowns’, ‘sevenplagues’, ‘seven 
golden vials’, ‘seven mountains’, 
‘seven kings’, and ‘seven thou¬ 


sand slain men’(Ref. 6). 

While there are many icono- 
graphic variations of a ‘cross’ 
with similar and different mean¬ 
ings, relating to Christian and 
pre-Christian religious tradi¬ 
tions, the cross that the seven 
static UFOs most resembled was 
a ‘Latin Cross’; the most com¬ 
mon and recognizable symbol of 
Christianity. 

The Latin Cross has been the 
pre-eminent symbol of Western 
civilization for centuries, sym¬ 
bolizing to millions of people, 
Christ, the highest good, cruci¬ 
fixion, death (especially in Latin 
speaking countries, including 
Mexico), sin, guilt, sorrow, bur¬ 
ial, resurrection, salvation, 
heaven, and God. 

‘At that time the sign of the Son 
of Man will appear in the sky, 
and all the nations of the earth 
will mourn. They will see the Son 
of Man coming on the clouds of 
the sky, with po wer and great 
glory. 

And he will send his angels with 
a loud trumpet call, and they will 
gather his elect from the four 
winds, from one end of the heav¬ 
ens to the other. ’ 

(Matthew 24:30-31) 

‘The sign of the Son of Man’ 
(Christ) is a Latin Cross, and ‘the 
nations’ did mourn soon after 
this UFO fleet sign appeared in 
the sky above Florida, after 
Katrina struck New Orleans and 
the Gulf Coast. Witnessed di¬ 
rectly above St. Petersberg the 
UFO fleet sign was, in my view, a 
double affirmation of Biblical 
prophesy being fulfilled in mod¬ 
ern times. 

A major city on the US Gulf 
Coast was about to be inundated 
by a natural and man caused ca¬ 
tastrophe that would claim many 
lives, devastate thousands of 
square miles, and greatly impact 
the consciousness of millions of 
people around the world. A Latin 
Cross, a sign of Christ and ‘the 
highest good’ had preceded the 
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disaster, silently affirming that 
certain ET Intelligences are well 
aware of Biblical prophesy, had 
foreseen the coming storm, and 
were giving us prophesized 
signs. 

Just over seven weeks earlier, 
across the Gulf of Mexico from 
St. Petersberg, a UFO fleet sign 
had appeared above Xalapa, and 
the House of the True Cross, in 
Mexico, a Latin speaking country. 
Were certain ET Intelligences, 
behind both sightings, also say¬ 
ing THEY are of the highest good, 
recognize Jehovah, and can help 
humanity? I think so. By their ac¬ 
tions you will know them. 

On June 3 rd 2005 I wrote to Santi¬ 
ago Yturria ‘...if my ‘translation’ 
of a Biblical prophesy is correct, 
a lot more is on the very near ho¬ 
rizon too!’, and more had hap¬ 
pened, including UFO fleet signs 
reflecting a ‘Biblical’ theme. 

Since July 11 th 1991, Mexico has 
been experiencing a ‘dress re¬ 
hearsal’, in my view, of what has 
been prophesized to occur glob¬ 
ally in the very near future: an 
unmistakable sign, that we are 
NOT alone in the Universe, in¬ 
volving a mass externalization of 
ET vehicles, and beings (a major 
aspect of the prophesized

around the world ‘over a period 
of nine days’ (Ref. 5). This event, 
will affect the Collective Mind of 
humanity like none before it, that 
is, not since ‘God Conscious¬ 
ness’ last walked on the Earth, 
through Jesus.

It IS time for humanity to really 
come out of the darkness of not 
knowing if we are alone or not, 
and to realize that there are 
many highly advanced and spiri¬ 
tual (as well as some not so spiri¬ 
tual) ET Civilizations out there, 
coming here.

has not been opened yet, but 
signs that the time is drawing 
very near is coming to pass (Ref. 
5). 


‘And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, sayeth God, / will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh:

your old men shall dream 
dreams:’ 

(‘The Acts of the Apostles’ Chap¬ 
ter 2:17) 


The night before Hurricane 
Katrina struck New Orleans I ex¬ 
perienced a prophetic dream. I 
dreamt I descended a steep 
coastal cliff trail at night, in a 
brooding storm, to a thickly 
wooded pit with near vertical 
sides, descending to an old brick 
well, and an ivy covered sign that 
read ‘Worm’.

I might be biased liv¬ 
ing in Santa Monica, but rather 
than ‘Frisco’, I would be more 
concerned about the city of ‘The 
Angels’, Los Angeles, and Holly¬ 
wood, ‘which spiritually is called 
Sodom and Egypt, where also 
our Lord was crucified. ’ 
(Revelation, Chapter 11, verse 8, 
Ref. 6) ‘Our Lord’, Jesus, was 
also ‘crucified’ in Hollywood in 
films and television, including re¬ 
cently and most graphically in 
‘The Passion of Christ’, by actor 
and director Mel Gibson, a film 
that has reportedly earned nearly 
a billion dollars!

It has been mentioned elsewhere in 
this issue that the ability to capture 
photographs and moving images is 
become far more abundant than 
ever before with cameras being 
integrated into many every day 
items. It is almost akin to the days 
when digital watches where so 
cheap to produce the Chinese 
manufacturers inserted them it al¬ 
most all its novelty and gift produc¬ 
tion items. 

Well the quality of digital cameras 
does vary, like all good products 
you pay for what you get. 

It doesn’t really matter if the latest 
digital camera offered by Argos and 
the like only costs £39.00 and claims 
5 megapixel resolution because 
compared with a 3 megapixel 
‘Canon’ or any other branded model 
at five times the price the image 
comparison will warrant the price 
difference. The CCD can only 
resolve what light hits it through the 
lens and the basic rule of thumb will 
mean cheap camera means cheap 
plastic lens as opposed to quality 
photographic multi element glass 
lenses used by the more expensive 
models. 

Mobile phones suffer in similar ways 
but worse, the lens on the back of 
most camera phones has no protec¬ 
tion from coins or keys in your 
pocket, where inevitably your 
super-dooper Nokia ends up.

After watching the sequences a 
couple of times both Chris and I sus¬ 
pect that what we are seeing a stray 
reflection from either a car or an 
internal light source, though the wit¬ 
ness says there was no light on in 
the bedroom at the time. 



So yes we can capture images in a 
flash with our phones and cheap 
digital recorders but don’t expect 
anything other than basic quality 
stills and dial up webcam video 
quality from your recordings. 

We have here a report of strange 
lights caught on our witnesses 
camera phone. 

The report came to me via Chris 
Rolfe from UFO Monitors East Kent 
(UFOMEK). 


Another possibility is illumination 
from the actual phone itself. 


Maybe not a UFO this time but keep 
watching the skies.

New Scientist magazine reports 
that the US military are showing 
interest in a theory that dates 
back to the 1950s that of a hy¬ 
perdrive. Using intense magnetic 
fields created by rotating rings 
above a superconducting core, 
scientists at the University of 
Applied Sciences in Salzgitter, 
Germany and at Sandia National 
Laboratory in New Mexico may 
pool their knowledge and test the 
theory that an engine can be 
created that can propel a craft 
across vast distances of space at 
incredible speeds.

Lo¬ 
thian and Border 
Police said that 
they received 
many reports of 
strange lights and 
shapes in the sky. 

“We were a bit 
excited for a 
while, but it 
turned out to be 
a laser show at a wedding 
reception. I think people were 
more curious than anything 
else," said a spokeswoman. 



12 th January, 2006 
Norway is planning to create a 
huge ‘seed bank’ on the Arctic 
island of Spitsbergen. Work 
begins next year on hollowing out 
a large, sandstone cave into 
which will be placed seeds from 
all known varieties of the world’s 
crops. 

It is hoped that in the event of a 
global catastrophe that might 
wipe out our food supply, these 
seeds could be used to help save 
mankind. The ‘Doomsday vault’ is 
one of over a thousand in the 
world, but the others tend to be 
in areas that are unstable either 
politically or naturally.
